I am enclosing herewith the Public School Inspector's 
report on the Indian Day school, along with his account for 
inspection and mileage, 
Inspector McDonald of Antigonish is the only #ublic inspector 
in my district, who sends a report to me. He usually visits 
the school twice a year, ‘This expenditure amounts to 925.00 
per year for one school, In this district there are eight 
Indian day schools and if the other schools are visited regularly 
by the Inspector, this would mean an expenditure of approximately 
$200.00 or over, for the year, 
May I suggest that in future, the Inspector of indian 
Agencies could do this work and send in a similar report 
without any extra charge to the Department. ‘this is merely 
a surgestion and if you consider the saving worthwhile, 1 
should think the experiment might be tried out for a year or 
two,

dwindled to about 5% of the total number eng: in teaching. 
Since then there has been a gradual increase until male teachers 
now constitute over 14% of the profession. In 1983, with the 

teachers numbering 11.6% Nova Scotia was lowest on 
the list among the provinces, the highest in this respect being 
British Columbia with over 31%. It may be added that the 
men now engaged in teaching are in growing numbers taking it 
up as a Renee profession and bd qualifying themselves 
on both the academic and professional sides. 

With res to length of service nearly one half the pro- 
fession have been teaching over five years, while approximately 
seven hundred have been in service only one year or under. 
Based on figures for the past three years, the following classi- 
fication may be made:

It should be remembered that the 
teacher of an Indian day school is not directly responsible to the 
Public School Inspector, as Indian day schools are controlled and 
managed solely by this Department. However, a teacher is ected 
to carry out the instructions of the inspector in regard to the 
work and the general management of the school. You should feel at 
liberty to report to this Department any failure on the part of 
the teacher to Carry out any suggestions made by you. 


The appointment and dismissal of teachers rests solely 
with the Department of Indian Affairs Recommendations from you 
in this connection, however, will re ve consideration.

Day Schools of Inverness County,Nova Scotia, beg to ask if it 
is possible to have our schools visited and inspeoted by 
the newly appointed Inspector D.C. Fraser instead of Inspector 
J.AsBenoit. In asking this we assure you that we have no 
feelings of any kind against Inspector Benoit and give the 
following reasons for our request; 


Inspector Fraser lives in Inverness County and much nearer 
to us than Inspector Benoit who lives in Richmond County. On 
his regular inspection tours of white" schools, he is often 
in the near vicinity of our sohools and we feel that frequent 
and easy communication with him would be of much assistance 

vals to us and our school work. It is about impossible for us to 
have Inspeotor Benoit visit our schools oftener than twice a 
year on account of his regular distriot of inspection being 
in another county. Since his appointment a few years ago, 
Inspector Freser has organized many new clubs, teachers’ 
meetings eto. and we do not feel like taking part as we are not 
of "his flock". Last year he visited our schools and asked if 
we would wish to contribute to the school exhibits we was 
sending to the Provincial Kxhibition at Halifax.

Territory.— My distriet of inspection extends over the counties of 
Huntingdon, Beauharnois, Chateauguay, Soulanges, Vaudreuil, Napi 
ville, Laprairie, Richelieu, Chambly and part of St. Johns and Missis- 
quoi. 


‘ Buildings.—The buildings and outhouses are good and in a good 
state of repair. 

‘The schoolhiouses are all equipped with modern furniture. The 
school grounds are fairly well kept but more should be done to make 
them more attractive and the walks and approaches more like those 
of our homes, Generally, school grounds in this province are neglected. 
Not alone in my distriet but in every district. 


Visits and examinations.— All the schools of my district were visited 
during the autumn months and again during the second half year. 

Oral and written examinations were conducted and the standing of 
each school noted and reported to this school board. 

Some of the school boards met at the time of my visits and matters 
of importance were discussed and settled. 


Nature study.—Nature study now forms part of the authorized 
course and is not being neglected by the teachers. In fact it is becoming 
quite popular in all the schools. 

Agriculture is also taught in all the schools of my district; owing to 
a erowded curriculum, time does not permit of more than two or three 
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lessons per week in this important subject. Towever progress is being 
made and very careful work is being done and especially by the recent 
graduates of Macdonald college, 


The salaries, » very marked change has taken place during the 
year in the salaries paid to teachers, as last year, they range from $30 io 
$50 per month. 


French in schools.— Special attention is being given to the teaching 
of French, about half of the teachers are employing the natural method 
and much better progress is manifest in such schools. Recent graduaies 
find no difficulty in teaching by this method, but such teachers as have 
not had the opporiunity of Normal training find it diffeult and pursue 
the old method. Consequently <heory and not practice follows: pupils 
do not speak any French in such schools,

Special meeting.—One special meeting was held at the village of 
Ormstown for the purpose of organizing a Commissioners’ Convention. 
The meeting was called by order of the Provestant Committee and was 
addressed by Dean Laird of Macdonald College, James Robb, M.P., J.C. 
Sutherland B. A., Inspector General, Quebee, Dr. MeLaren, the editor 
of the Bulletin and others. A fairly representative number of commis- 
sioners and school secretaries were present. 


The course of study is closely followed in all the schools of my dis- 
triets. Drawing is fairly well taught but only one lesson a week is all 
we find time to devote to the subject. During the second half year, 
two lessons per week are allowed, Some model work and a little sand 
moulding and relief work are attempted. 


Music is neglected in nearly all the elementary rural schools. 
Singing hymns and national songs form part of our opening exercises, 
but the theory of elementary music is not generally taught. 


Loyally.Before 1 close my annual report I desire to eall your 
attention to the fact that the elementary schools of this distriet, from the 
teachers to oldest and youngest pupils, from the sturdy youth, longing 
to reach the required military age to the little tots, just able to wave the 
Union Jack, are at war with the Empire against Prussianism and 
frightfulness, Every school has contributed to the Red Cross fund; 
teachers and pupils are knitting for the soldiers, the girls and boys 
are sending boxes to their brothers at the front, nearly every teacher and 
pupil is directly interested. We were never more loyal to our King and 
Empire. 
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This report, together with the bulletins of inspection, pensioners, 
lists, and special reports previously forwarded to your office, is respect- 
fully submitted. 


ADDITIONAL REPORT, 


In addition to my regular duties I visited and reported to the 
Department during the year, the schools of the following municipalit 
St. Paul de Chester West and Tingwick, of the county of Arthabaska; 
Drummondville, Durham Township, South Durham, Kingsey Falls and 
St. Pierre de Durham, of the county of Drummond; Shipton and Asbestos 
county of Richmond. 


During the time of my visits and since, I have sent complete reports 
of my visits of inspection to the commissioners and trustees of the 
several municipalities, bulletins and statistical reports to the Department 
of Publie Instruction and reports of the standing of the several schools to 
the teachers. 1 was pleased with the cooperation of the commissioners 
and secretaries of the different municipalities, all of whom received my 
recommendations in the most friendly manner. The chairman, secre- 
tary and some of the commissioners of the municipality of Shipton, 
accompanied me to the several schools of the municipality, besides 
furnishing prizes for the leaders of the different classes. They mani- 
fested a lively interest in the competition which the pupils offered in the 
several subjects of the course of study. Although the English schools 
are gradually becoming more and more sparsely a tended in this ins- 
pectorate, it is apparent that the interest is not diminishing. The pupils 
and teachers are healthy and strong, physically and mentally. I not iced 
that excellent progress is being made in the different grades and espe- 
cially in mental arithmetic. Other school boards should follow the example 
of the commissioners of Shipton and make the annual visit and examina- 
tion of the inspector more prominent. It would pay. 


The buildings of this inspectorate as far as I saw them are only 
medium in comparison with those of other inspectorates which I have 
visited, but they are neatly kept and are fairly warmed and lighted. But 
they are not modern in appearance. The course of study is followed 
rigidly in all the schools. 
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There is no change in the ranking of the municipalities since last 
yaer. In my quarter of the inspectorate there is only one modern school 
house, viz Drummondville, which may be ranked as excellent.

It gives me pleasure to inform you that 
the Schools, which had been closed since October 10th on ac- 
count of Spanish Influenza, reopened on November I2th with a 
fairly good attendance, considering the conditions which exist 
here at thie seasone A number of families have moved to la - 
chine, others have gone to Toronto, and some children are still 
at home on account of illnesse It is, however, impossible to 
state just yet how many children will remain on the Reserve 
during the wintere 

Barly in September we were informed that a change had 
been under consideration regarding the inspection of the Re- 
serve Schools, and we subsequently learned thet an English 
speaking Inspector had been appointed. Judging from a conver- 
sation with Mr. Benson, as well as from other information, I 
am inclined to think the Inspector in question, while meeting 
911 the educational requirements, is not a Roman Catholic, and 
I am told that it is the policy of the Department to give to 
each denomination, Teachers and Inspectore of their own faith. 
Not being familiar with the system of education in this coun- 
try, I consulted His Grace, the Archbishop of Montreal, on 
this matter, and he advised me to call your kind attention to 
the fact, stating that the selection had probably been made 
without taking this point into consideration. It may be too, 
that the scarcity of English speaking Inspectors in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec, would have also been a determining factor, 
but if you would allow me to suggest the name of Mr. Thomas 
Cuddihy of , 1850 Delormier Ave. Montreal, Inspector of the 


Montreal Schools, you would secure the service of ea gentleman 
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q highly qualified end who would submit a report which would be 
the result of his own personal investigation, and unbiased in 
every respect.

Inspections are made semi-annually. 


In Quebec and the hMaritime Yrovincee an arrange~ 
ment was made in 1688 with the Departments of Nducation 
on similar linee as for Ontario. The rate of remuneration 


was $5.00 per room plus expenses. Since January 1, 1921, 
in Quebec and the liaritime Provinces the inspectors have 
received $7.50 per room plug expenses.

Often 
I took three times the time mentioned in my report, 
to correct the work I brought back with me to Mon- 
eal. Often times to add variety to the exams I 
brought a stranger. 


For instance, this May 29th I brought 
the Provincial Government Inspector Mr. Edson West- 
cott, Miss Jane Sturzaker from St. Ann's School, 
Liverpool, England, and Miss Weathers from East Ealing 
London, England. On June 2nd I again brought the 
Provincial Government Inspector Mr. Edson Westcott. 

On June the Sth and 6th, and June 2lst I brought

I made two visits to the St. Regis schools in the 
school year 1947-48. My first visit took place on 
November 13th. My principal purpose was to visit the 
Chetlain School, in order to stimulate and encourage the 
veacher and pupils. It will be remembered that the progress 
of the pupils of the Chetlain School was unsatisfactory in 
the year 1946-47. I also made short visits to the Chenail 
and Village schools. I did not visiv the St. Regis Island 
School av tha. time. 


Generel Remarks: 


Village School: @ progress o8 the two rooms of vhis 
school {is worthy of special mention. he teachers! lessons 
are well planned. The pupi are acvive and order. ihe 
pupils' progress is particula.ly noticeable in oral English. 


St. Regis Island School: Good work is being done by 
the teacher o: s school. Her pupils are making progress 
in all subjects. 


Chenail School: The teacher of this school deserves 
preise for her earnestness and enthusiasm. She is doing 
cod work and her pupils are making progress. If she had 
he opportunity of teaching side by side with an experienced 
and sympathetic teacher, she would, I believe, become a 
very skilful teacher. 


i} Chetlein Schools I must regretfully state that the 
é pupils of this school have not made satisfactory progress.

The teacher seems to lack enthusiasm and she has not been 
able to gain the interest and attention of her pupils. 


The new schoolhouse which has been built to replace 
the Chetlain and Chenail schools is, if I may judge by 
the exterior, a model rural school. It should be a great 
boon to the people of this district.

It may be presumed that you are already considering 
the building of a new schoolhouse to replace the present 
village school. The present building is not adequate for 
the excellent school program, including the manual arts, 
which you are trying to implement in your schools. 


I respectfully suggest that, when you plen a new 
pbuilding for St. Regis Village, you study the possibility 
of transporting the children of St. Regis Island to and 
from the future Village School. T childgwen of the Island 
could be transported by boat in the autumn end in the spring, 
by sleigh in winter. where would be only a few days at the 
beginning and at the end of winter when one or the other of 
these means of transportation could not be used. 


ahis suggestion, of course, is based on my own opinion. 
ane feasibility of such a project would have to be studied 
by the local superintendent and others who know the situation 
at first hand. 


ashe cost of transporting the pupils would be offset by 
many advan both educationel and financial. ihe pupils 
would have the benefits of the educational activities 
that you are end ouring to provide for the Indian children, 
It would no longer be ary to provid te rand a 
teacher's living quarters and a schoolhouse for an average 
enrolment of twelve pupil It may be noted that thi 
schoolhouse-on the Island is in need of repair or replacement. 


During my visit to St. Regis Village, I examined the 
woodwork done by the boys under the direction of Mr. Chisholm 
I s very favourably impressed. The boys were proud to 
8 me their work, which g evidence of ingenuity and 
originality.

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having the work under the supervision,and, to some extent, 
the direction of the Provincial Inspectors. 


I would, therefore, respectfully suggest that 
TI be authorized to open up negotiations with the local 
Governments of the provinces just referred to, with a view 
to securing for the Indian schools the same system of in- 
spection as the public schools in the province, and to 
make the most econ@mical arrangements possible in regard 
to the compensation to be made.

Hon. Mr. Meighen. 


With reference to your inquiry on the memoran- 
dum, herewith, regarding the inspection of schools, I beg 
to state that the fee allowed in Ontario is $6.00 for 
each classroom, and in Quebec $5.00,with travelling ex- 
penses in each case from the nearest white school. In- 
spectors are required to make their inspection of Indian 
schools while on their regular rounds, thus reducin 
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their travelling expenses to a minimum. I may state, 
however, that I have had representations recently, asking 
for an increase in these fees in both provinces. This 
is a matter that I will take up with you when I have re- 
ceived a reply to a letter recently addressed to the De- 
puty Minister of Education, Toronto. 
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It is difficult for me to give a close estim- 
ate of the expenditure that would be entailed in the 
three Western Provinces, Inmeluding day, boarding and in- 
dustrial schoole, there are,approximately, ninety class- 
rooms in schools situated in the settled districts. If 
we allowed a fee of $8.00 for each room to be inspected 
twice a year, the cost, includi travelling expenses, 
would be, approximately, nearly $2,500.00. 


I feel that this is an expenditure in connec- 
tion with Indian education which we would be entirely 
justified in undertaking, more especially having in mind 
our amendments to the Act, providing for compulsory at- 
tendance at residential schools. 





I thimk it might be preferable if I would cor- 
respond with the local governmentg and obtain more ffs 
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information, after which I could again report to you, 
and, if you concur, I shall take this action.

SASKATCHEWAN 


Mr, Augustus H, Ball, Deputy Minister, took up the 
matter of the inspection of our schools with the provincial 
inspectors in whose inspectorates the schools are located and 
forwards a memorandum from the replies received by him. There 
is considerable variation in the method of arriving at the 
remuneration and travelling allowances by the different in- 
spectors. The majority of the inspectors, however, will do the 
work at the regular departmental rate allowed for travelling of 
$6.00 per day and $10.00 per class-room for inspection and re- 
port. In the outlying districts, north of Township 55, it will 
be necessary to arrange with the individual inspectors as to 
travelling allowances. There are 19 day schools, 15 of which 
can be termed as accessible, 11 boarding (9 accessible) and 1 
industrial in the province. The cost of inspection of the 
basis of the terms submitted, one inspection each year, would 
be approximately as follows ,-

2 boarding schools, 2 rooms each, at $10.00 each 180,00 
industrial school, 4 class-rooms, at 10.00 "

Besides, the time occupied in travelling, including living 
ompgnece, would be $6.00 per day. I do not think it is pos- 
sible to estimate the time that would be taken nor to make 
an approximation of the expenditure required for this purpose 
until after the inspectors have made their first visits. 


ALBERTA. 


Mr, J. T. moss, Deputy Minister, states that the in- 
spectors will undertake the inspection of the one-roomed schools 
once each year for $25.00 each and the two-roomed schools (resi- 
dential) for $40.00 per year each and furnish reports on the

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work being done in the class-rooms. This would include 
travelling expenses. There are 4 day schools, 10 boarding 
and 1 industrial in the settled districts, while 9 boarding 
schools are in the northern part of Alberta, in what is 

known as Treaty 5, The Deputy does not make any distinction 
as to the inspection of the schools in the outlying districts, 
and, on the basis submitted by him, the cost of the inspection 
of the schools in Alberta would be approximately as follows,-

As there is a difference in the amounts asked by the 
different provinces, i would scgees? that a flat rate covering 
the cost of inspection and travelling expenses be offered by 
this Department, a larger sum being offered in the case of the 
residential schools than in that of the day sdhools. it appears 
to me that the offer submitted by the Province of Alberta is 
the most reasonable, namely,- $25.00 for each day school and 
$40.00 for each resddentia. school, One inspection a year 
should be sufficient and only the schools situated in what is 
termed accessible localities should be inspected. Later on 
terms could be arranged for the inspe ction of the outlyin 
schools, If the provinces would agree to the above terms the 
cost of the inspection of all the Indian schools therein in 
the readily accessible elass would be approximately $2,500.00 
per year. At the present time we have no regular inspection 
of these schools; the Agents and inspectors of agencies visit ~« 
the schools occasionally, and some of our residential schools 
do not receive any inspection. I shall be glad to receive your 
further instructions in this matter.

Inspection of Indian Schools in the Provinces 
a, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 


With a view to maintaining public school standards 
in the classrooms of our Indian schools of the Prairie Prov- 
inces, this eevetoee’s has had further correspondence with 
the rel md Ministers of Education for Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta. A list of the schools, the inspection of which 
is desired, was submitted to each Provincial Department and 
the cost of securing the services of the staffe of inspectors 
was inquired into. Repliee have now been received from the 
Deputy Ministers of Education, and bases have been prepared, 
upon which definite arrangements can be made when the 
necessary authority has been obtained from the Superintendent 
General of Indian Affairs. 


In Manitoba we are to make arrangements direct 
with the etaff of inspectors. They have been approached and 
are willing to inspect 19 day and 7 residential schools for 
& remuneration of $15.00 and expenses for each visit to a 
school. My estimate for the Manitoba expenditure is $700.00. 
I have the addressee of the inspectors and a list of the 
schools each will inspect. 


The Saskatchewan Department of Education have 
offered to supervise for ue the St ed ie of the Indian 
schools in that Province. They will add to their present 
list of public schools, the Indian schools the inspection of 
which is desired. Inspectors' reports will be made in 
duplicate and one copy forwarded by the Regina office to 
Ottawa with the comments of their Chief Inspector. One 
payment per annum would be made to the Saskatchewan Depart- 
ment of Education, on the basis of a flat rate of $20.00 
for day schools and $35.00 for residential schools. The 
cost for such inspection would be $710.90. 


The proposed arrangement with the Alberta Depart- 
ment of Kducation is identical with that mentioned above 
for the Province of Saskatchewan, with the exception that 
we have not been offered any comments on the inspectors’ 
reports. The expenditure involved at the flat rate of 
$20.00 for each day and $35.00 for each residential school 
would be $530.00. 


- It will be noted - 
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It will be noted that the total expenditure for 
the inspection of 46 day and 27 residential schools in the 
three provinces will be slightly less than $2,000. An 
item has been placed in the 1922-23 Estimates to cover this 
expenditure. In each province, certain schools that are 
remote from the lines of communication have been omitted 
from the lists offered to the Provincial Departments. 


At present, agents and inspectors of agencies 
visit the Indian schools at more or less regular intervals. 
There is a real need for an academic supervision that our 

‘ staff in the field are unable to offer. 


The proposed gursoeraes® is that the public school 
inspectors will visit the Indian schools mentioned once a 
year when they are in the vicinity, and the expenses for 
which we are responsible (Manitoba) will be kept at a 
minimum. Inspectors will be informed that it ie our aim to 
maintain public school standards in the classrooms of 
Indian schools and we will ask them to supervise classroom 
activities and related matters only. The confidential 
report of outeide, trained public school inspectore will be 
of infinite value to this Department in our effort to make 
successful our educational work among the Prairie Province 
Indian children. 


In June 1920, the Honorable the Superintendent 
General approved of a similar scheme but requested that 
you did not commit the Department of Indian Affaire in the 
matter for the time being.

Supervision of the claseroom activities in Indian 
echools in Ontario, Quebec end the Maritime Provinces was placed, 
nearly 40 yeare ago, in the hands of the provincial public 
school inepectors, iL me, agreements entered into by this 
Department with the Provincial Governments. Thies arrangement 
etill obtains, except in the Province of New Brunewick, where 
we have a Department inspector posseesing the necessary 
academic qualifications. In British Columbie, aleo, we have an 
Inspector of Indien Schools. 


In the Provinces of Manitoba, Saskatcliewan and Alberta 
our Indian echoole are visited by our agents and by the in- 
spectors of agencieeé, who are, of couree, not specifically 
qualified to make other than perfunctory inspections of the 
academic activities. It is desired that the pedagogy of our 
teachers in the Prairie Provinces be supervised ,and only the 
confidential report of trained inepectors will enable us to 
ee public school standerds in the claserooms of Indian 
schools. 


To this end, a list of schools, the inepection of which 
is desired,was submitted to the Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta Departments of Education; and inquiries were made con- 
cerning the expense connected with utilizing the services of 
public school inspectors. Certein schoole that are remote from 
the lines of communication have been omitted. I wish to have 
the courses of studies in Indian schoole conform to the 
curricula for the public schools in the varioue provinces. To 
attain this end, and to ensure uniformity in teaching methods, 
our schools should be inepected at least once a year by the 
provinciel inspectors. ¢ 
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The cost of this supervision in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta will be about $2,000.00 per annum, and an item has 
been placed in the 1922-23 Main Estimates to cover this expend- 
iture. The proposed arrangement with each of the Prairie Prov- 
inces is outlined in the attached memorandum to me from the 
Superintendent of Indian Education. 


In June, 1920, the Hon. Mr. Meighen, then Superintend- 

ent General, approved of a similar scheme, but requested 

me not to commit the Department for the time being.

I acknowledge receipt of your letter of May 22, with 
forms required in connection with inspection of Indian Schools. 
[It is noted that the list of your schools in my territory does 
not include Split Lake, Nelson House (Roman Catholic and United 
Church Schools), Cross Lake (Roman Catholic and United Church 
Schools), York Factory, Shamattawa, and perhaps some schools 
in your Norway House Agency. Did you wish me to skip these 
schools, or is their exclusion from the list an oversight? 


Enclosed herewith a re reports on two of the schools 
which you listed, Big Eddy and The Pas Day Schools. It will 
not be possible for me to visit any others this term, but I 
will do what I can in the fall. 


During the year I made informal inspections of the 
Boarding School at Norway House, the Day School at Nelson 
House, the Day School at Cross Lake, and ins, ection of the 
property at Cedar Lake (Chemawawin School). Since I did not 
have your report forms I have not all the required facts, but 
for your information I can say that all were functioning normally, 
with signs of overcrowding at Nelson House where the enrollment was 49. 
At Cedar Lake the building is in poor condition, and though normally 
locked I believe it /s being used for community activities at times, 
as the seats are all stored in the attic. 


Incidentally, if this school at Cedar Lake is not 
going to be reopened in the neer future, it might be advantageous 
to move the desks away to some place where they are urgently 
needed. There are 30 of them, of modern design, chairs with 
arms and drawers, and hardly used. However I have a list of 
over 40 children in the Chemawawin school constituency who a re 
at present without school facilities; four of these are Half 
Breeds, the remainder Treaty.

We will give further consideration to your in-~ 
specting our other schools in Northern Manitoba. 


The reports on big Eddy end The vas Day Schools have 
been read with interest. Extracts have been made and draw to the 
attention of Indian Agent Lovell. It is hoped that conditions in 
both of these schools can be iuproved thereby. There is no excuse 
whatsoever for the condition of the toilets. Pails, disinfectant, 
soap, mope and scrubbing brushes are all available if the teacher 
will only requisition for them. This requisition form is passed to 
this office by the agent concerned and is always approved for expend- 
iture. I am letting you know this, so that in future you will be in 
@ position to remind teachers that a lack of such sanitary supplies 
is entirely their own fault, 


CANADA 
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As fer as the Chemawewin Indian Day School at Cedar 
Lake is concerned, I am not in a position to state whether it will 
be re-opened this fall term. I have written to the Bishop of 
Brandon, who nominates the teacher for this school, to enquire if 
he has anyone in mind for the position of teacher.

gAith Manitoba Provincial 


In a short address, I explained 
to the Provincial Inspectors our ed ms of education 

and briefly outlined the methods by which the Department 
expects to achieve these sims. This short talk was 
followed by questions. The Inspectors showed a very keen 
interest in the welfare of the Indian but were at a loss 

to know what was required of them in the line of inspection, 


The question of the metis wes discussed. 
Some thought that it was inhuman the way these people were 
treated. The attention of these gentlemen was drawn to the 
fact that these people were the responsibility of the Province 
and not the responsibility of the Federal Government. 


Certain questions were asked about Treaty 
Indians, This question was answered by Inspector Hamilton 
who had accompanied me at this meeting. 


Questions were asked about Indians who were 
attending white schools, TI presumed that reference was made 
to the Indians working off the Reserves. I explained that the 
Department was prepared to pay the Per Capita Cost for these 
students, Kxplanation of the manner of establishing the 
amount of Per Capita Cost followed. The method as well as 
the system seemed to met their approval, 


I further explained that in cases wheve 
schools for the Metis were esteblished the Department was 
ready to follow the same system of payment for the Indians 
attending, were there no Indian school available. 


I returned the following day to met the 
Inspectors who inspect our schools. The questions were 
mostly on what schools they should visit and what kind of 
reports they should make. I outlined that these schools 
should be treated as any other sshools in their Inspectorate. 
Reference wes made to conventions; would the Department slliow 
some of our teachers to illustrate the work they were doing 
and demonstrate their methods of teaching. I informed the 
Inspectors that the Department did not object to this, on the 
contrary, we were anxious to have our teachers attend teacher 
meetings whenever possible. 
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PORTAGE LA PRAIRIE. 


I found the school neat and well- 
ordered; the children showed evidence of g00d spirit. 
I believe that Mr. Huston has tackled his work in an 
intelligent and progressive manner, My special aim 
was to study the conditions that would facilitate the 
introduction of Manual Training and have it integrated 
with the academic work, They have near the school a 
well-finished garage. It was decided that a few changes 
should be undertaken before September, The Principal is 
to submit an estimate of the cost of these changes, at 
his earliest convenience. I have sent a special form for 
the Manual Training teacher to complete and to be returned 
to this office for consideration. 


COWESSESS. 


I have already reported last year on the 
crowded condition and the machinery at this school. 
They have no work-shop suitable for Manual Training 
instruction, The appointed Instructor is carrying on as 
best as he can under the present oi roumstances, It is, 
therefore, imperative that a small shop be provided to 
carry on this work, TI suggested that it would be 
advantageous for the Instructor to follow the general shop 


course given this sumer at Brandon or Winnipeg. TI doubt, 
however, that this man will prove satisfactory. The fact 
that he is an Indian should possibly be given consideration, 
but the welfare of the class should not be sacrified., His 
Case should be carefully reviewed, 


QU* APPELLE. 


It will be recalled that the Qu’ Appelle 
School was authorized to make improvements to the shop. 
I wish to state here that they have at present a splendid 
shop. It will, however, require interior decorating which 
they hope to be able to do before the opening of the school 
next September. There are three Manual Training Instructors 
at this school, The problem of integration is rather 
different when the Instructors have not been trained for 
this work,(one of the Instructors followed the course given 
by the Department last November). 


This school has a good start and I hope that 
by my next visit the improvements will be more prominent. 
It must be kept in mind that the shop was repaired by the 
pupils themselves. Greater benefits would have been 
obtained from this work if the Matlcusvies, etc. had been 
integrated to a greater extent. It was, however, as far 
as it went very good training for the young people and T 
wish to state again that they have made a good job of their 
shop. I have encouraged a qualified teacher at this school 
to attend the general shop course to be given in Brandon or 
Winnipeg this summer, 
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The Menual Training students deserve 

commendation for the work done on their shop. This 

was good training for them. More planning, however, 
should have been done by the pupils themselves. In 
fact, a class discussion followed by a sketch competition 
would have brought into play many educational factors. 

5 = ala plan to paint the interior of their shop this 
6 . 


There are three Instructors employed at 
this school. One of these assisted at the short 
course given by the Department lest November. The 
problem of integration is rather difficult when the 
Instructors have no training for this work. 


MUSCOWE JUAN. 


The Instructor, Mr. Lafleur, was sick in 
the hospital at the time of my visit. The Assistant 
Principel was in charge of the Manual Training, in the 
meantime, 


The shop, which is in an old building is not 
satisfactory. A shop will have to be built, if this work 
is to receive satisfectory attention. 


It will be recalled that this school has been 
connected with the Saskatchewen Power Commis sion for 
electric service. It is a one phase. The extractor sent 
by the Beaver Company is run by a three phase motor. 

After studying local conditions, I believe that the best 
method is to have the three phase motor changed to a single 
phese, es all the other motors are single phase. 


SANDY BAY. 


The remodeling of the shop has been carried 
out according to instructions given last November. 
The work has been done by the pupils and they have don 
a good job. 


The pupils heve done splendid work. Ship 
ladders, wash stands, eto., were very well done. The 
pupils show a great deal of interest and enthusiasm for 
their work, 
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KENORA. 


A Very small attempt has been made 
et teaching Manuel Training at tis school. The 
pupils are endeavouring to make space in the basement 
which might prove satisfactory se» a temporary arrangement. 
A shop, preferably separated from the school, will have 
to be provided if satisfactory progress is to be expected 
in the teaching of Menual Training. The Instructor, Mr. 
Potvin was ebsent in Winnipeg when I visited this school. 
I have since been informed that he has left the Indian 
service to take a position in Winnipeg. 


CILIA JEFFREY. 


Manual Training is being taught at this 
school in the Senior class. This arrangement is very 
unsatisfactory. Here, again a shop will have to be 
provided if satisfactory progress is to be expected in 
teaching Manual Training. The Principal informed me that 
that he has put an advertisement in the paper for a Manual 
Training teacher, which reads as follows: 


"Presbyterian Indian Residential School requires 
for September lst a Manual Training Teacher, Emphasis 
on practical application. Some extra-curricular activities. 
Strong character, good health and interest in boys essential. 
Salary $1,000. per year and board, room, laundry, etc. 
Also, one Lady Teacher for Primary Classroo (emphasis on 
teaching English). Good character, health, etc. Certificate 
desirable but not essential. Salary $650.00 per year plus 
room, board, laundry etc. A married couple (without 
children) would be considered for above two positions’. 


I doubt that under the conditions of 
the advertisement a satisfactory Instructor will be obtained. 


FORT FRANCES. 


Manuel Training activities are carried on 
in the boy's plsyroom, «us they have no adequate shop. 
I would make the same remark as I made for Cecilia Jeffrey 
and Kenore. Some work has been done such as cut-outs, etc., 
They kept the pupils usefully occupied and interested. 
However, very little organized training is taking plece. It 
will be recalled that Mr. Allard was obtained temporarily 
as Instructor and I feel that unless he takes some training 
in this line he will prove unsatisfactory. I intend to take 
this up egain with Reverend Provincial Father Lavigne, the 
question of Instructors, when IT meet him at the beginning 
of August.

I hope 
to be writing to you in the near future concerning the new 
schools we intend building in your inspectorate this year. 


By now the school supplies ordered for Oxford 
House should have reached there. We arranged for the books 
to reach Ilford by January first. The Northern Transportation 
Company was requested to handle them by tractor train from 
there. The Basic Xeaders of the Curriculum Foundation Series 
were being supplied to these schools. Thirty-six desks were 
ordered from Moyer's in Winnipeg and our records show that 
these were delivered to Inspector Hamilton in Winnipeg on 
January 4 and that they too were shipped to Ilford for onwerd 
routing by tractor train. It is unfortunate that all these 
supplies have not yet arrived to alleviate conditions at 
these schools.

Further, as you state, you are in a unique 
position to offer suggeetione which would result in 
maintaining the same standarde in Indian echools ag 
obtain in the public schoole of the Province.

Re: Inspection of Indian Schools in the Provinces 
of Manitoba, Sask=tchewan and Alberta. 


With a view to maintsining public school standarde 
in the classrooms of our Indien echoole of the Prairie Prov- 
inces, thie Department has had further correspondence with 
the Leputy Ministers of Education for Manitoba, saskatchewan 
and Alberta. A list of the schools,the inspection of which 
wa desired, was submitted to each Provircial Vepartment 
and the cost of securing the services of the staffs of in- 
spectors was inquired into. Replies have now been received 
from the Deputy Ministers of Education, and bases have been 
prepared, upon which definite arrangements can be made 
when the necessary authority hae been obtained from the 
Superintendent General of Indien Affairs. 


In Manitoba we are to make arrangements direct 
with the staff of inspectors. They have been approached 
and are willing to inspect 19 day and 7 residential 
schoole for a remuneration of $15.00 and expenses for each 
visit to @ school. My eetimate for the Manitoba expenditure 
ig $700.00. I have the addreeses of the inspectors and a 
list of the schools each will inspect. 


The *askatchewan Department of Education have 
offered to supervise for us the inepection of the Indian 
schools in that Province. They will add to their present 
list of public schoole, the Indian schoole the inspection of 
which ie desired. Inspectcrs' reports will be mace in 
duplicate and one copy forwarded by the Regina office tc 
Ottawa with the comments of their Chief Inspector. One 
peyment per annum would be made to the Saskatchewan Depart- 
ment of Education, on the basie of a flat rate of $20.00 
for day schools and $35.00 for residential schools. The 
coet for such inspection would be $710.00. 


The proposed arrangement with the Alberte Depart- 
ment of Education ie identical with that mentioned above 
for the Province of Sasketchewan, with the exception that 
we have not been offered any comments on the inspectors’ 
reports. The expenditure involved at the flat rate of 
$20.00 for each day and $35.00 for each residential school 
would be $530.00. 


It will be noted that the total expenditure for 
the inspection of tee 46 day and 27 residential schools in 
the three provinces will be elightly lese than $2,000.00.

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In each province, certain schools that are remote from the 
lines of communication have been omitted from the liste 
offered to the Provincial Departments. 


At present, agents and inspectors of swe agencies 
visit the Indian schools at more or lece regular 
intervals, There is a real need for an academic supervision 
that our staff in the field are unable to offer. 


The proposed arrangement is that the public school 
inepectore will visit the Indian schools mentioned once a 
year when they are in the vicinity, and the exreneee for 
which we are responeible (Manitoba) will be kept at a 
minimum. Inspectors will be informed that it is our sim 
to maintain public school standards in the claseroome of 
Indian schools and we will ask them to supervise clase-room 
activitios and related mattere only. The confidential 
report of outeide trained public school inspectors will be 
of infinite value to this Department in our effort to make 
successful our educational work among the Prairie Province 
Indian children. 


In June 1920, the Honorable the superintendent 
General approved cf a similer scheme but requeeted that 
you did not commit the Department of Indian Affaire in the 
matter for the time being. 


I heg to recommend that the Superintendent 
General be approached with a view to having this proposed 
plan put inte effect in the immediat uture.

supervision of the classroom activitiee in Indian 
gschoole in Onterio, wuebec and the Maritime lrovinces was placed, 
nearly 40 yeare ago, in the hands of the provincial public 
echool inepectore, followin agreements entered into by this 
Department with the Provinciel Governmente. This arrangement 
etill obtaine, except in the irovince of liew Brunewick, where 
we have a Department inspector poeserving the necessary 
academic qualificatione. In sritish Columbia, aleo, we have an 
Inepector of Indian schoole. 


In the Provincee of Manitoba, vasxatchewan and Alberta 
our Indian schools are visited by our agente and by the in- 
epectors of agencice, who are, of couree, not epecifically 
qualified to maxe other than perfunctory inspectione of the 
academic activities. It ie desired tnat the pedagogy of our 
teachers in the 'rairie lrovincee be eupervised,and only the 
confidential report of trained inepectore will enable use to 
maintain public school standarde in the claseroome of Indian 
sechoole. 


To thie end, a lict of schoole the inepection of which 
is desired,was submitted to the Manitoba, saekatchewan and 
Alberta Departments of Kducation; and inquiriee were made con- 
cerning the expenee connected with utilizing the services of 
public school inspectore. Certain schoole that are remote from 
the linee of communication have been omitted. I wish to have 
the courses of etudiee in Indian echoole conform to the 
curricula for the public echoole in the varioue provincee. To 
attain thie end, and to eneure uniformity in teaching methode, 
our schools should be inepected at leaet once s year by the 
provincial inepectors. 
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The cost of thie eupervieion in Manitoba, saekatchewan 
and Aiberta will be about $2,000.00 per annum, and an item has 
been placed in the 1922-23 iain Eetimatee to cover this expend- 
iture. The proposed arrangement with each of the lrairie fProv- 
incees is outlined in the attached memorandum to me from the 
Superintendent of Indian déducation. 


In June, 1920, the Hon. Mr. Meighen, then Superintend- 
ent General, approved of a similar scheme, but requested thet W4 
commit the Department for the time being. 


I would reepectfully euggest that I be authorized 
“to complete arrangements with the lrovincial Departmente of 
Education in lianitoba, saskatchewan and Alberta, so that our 
educational work among the Indian children in th ee provinces 
A Nh will receive the proper eupervieion without delay.

MBMORANDUM FOR INSPECTORS OF SCHOOLS . 


Inspectars of schools have been advised that final 


arrangements have been completed between the Chief Ins- 
pector of Schools for Saskatchewan and the Superintendent 

of Indian Kducation for the inspection of Indian schools 

in this province by our inspectors ofschools, Fifteen of 
the inspectorates contain Indian schools and I am taking 
thie opportunity of sending a memorandum to the inspectors 
concerned to point out a few general considerqtions for their 


guidance,

It should be observed that as far as the knowl dge

of the department goes such schools have not been subjected

hitherto to a rigid system of inspection based on a uniform 
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course of study nor have they been governed by such definite 


provisions as are contained in the school law and regulations. 





Tere will, therefore, be found a lack of uniformity and, as 
compared with the schools organised under The School Act 
evidences perhaps of inefficiency. Further, cons iderable 
retardation may bee xpected for the reason that the condi- 
tions surrounding the rearing and education of the Ind ian 
children are generally opposed to satiefactory and uniform 
progress, 

It must be remembered that in general the teachers 
who have been engaged at the Indian schools are chosen by 
the various churches and both from the religious and s ecular 
point of view their work may be different from the work of 
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the regular teacher, though not less valuable from the point 
of view of general education, As a rule these are people 
of proved devotion to the cause of the Indian races, in 
fact missionaries, interested alike in education and 
religion. 

In connection with your inspection of these 
schools it would be advisable to encourage every kind of 
co-operation and the department would recommend that you 


notify the teacher or the person in charge of the school 


‘and the Indian Agent of the reserve upon which the school 


is located of the time and date of the inspection. It 

will probably take several years to bring these schools to 

@ condition of average efficiency as judged by an inspector's 
usual standards but there is no doubt that with full co- 
operation and concerted effort the education of the Indian 
children of this province can advance to a much higher level 
and perhaps such children, or in any event a substantial 
number of them, will ultimately be enabled to compete on 
equal terms in many of the walke of life with the white 


children of the province.

SASK. SPENDING ALL IT CAN AFFORD 


E, A, Hardy of Saskatoon, profes- 

sor of agricultural engineering at

ion,

FOR EDUCATION, LLOYD TELLS TRUSTEES 


Saskatchewan's school trustees, 
meeting in annual convention at 
Saskatoon last week, were warned 
bluntly that the Province, on the 
basis of present revenues, was 
spendin, he maximum mount 
available for education and that 
school districts nnot expect to 
see further increases in grants 
unless Federal financial assistance 
is obtained. 

“There is not @ province in the 
Dominion today, with the possible 
exception of Ontario, which is not 

roaning under th burden of 
increased social ice and edu- 
cation coste,"" Provincial Educa- 
tion Minister Woodrow Lloyd told 
the convention, and he added: “It 
is increasingly apparent that the 
provinces have not the financial 
resources to meet these costs. 

In & speech bristling with facts 
and figures Mr. Lloyd compared 
provincial appropriations for edu- 
cation in 1944 with those for the 
fiscal x33" 1948-1949. 

In 1944, he said. the Province's 
share of the cost of education had 
boen $2,750,000. For the coming 
fiscal year it would be $5,636,349 
—an increase of almost 100 per- 
gent and about $1,000,000 higher 
than for 1947 

Though the Government realized 
that expenditure was probably not 
adequate to meet the expanding 
demands for education the Prov- 
ince did not need to apologize for 
its achievement in this field. 
Educational opportunities had been 
equalized in a measure by equali- 
zation grants under which the 
Province, in pioneer areas of the 
far north, was bearing 100 per- 
cent of the cost of education. In 
the major cities, it was true, the 
Province paid only about 10’ per- 
cent of the cost and in other areas 
the Province paid a varying vercent- 
age between ten and 100 percent 
on the basis of need. Comparison 
of educational grants by provinces 
did not necessarily give a true 
picture of the situation since in 
some provinces local districts were 
called upon to bear part of the 
cost of social services which Sas- 
katchewan met entirely from pro- 
vincial funds. 

Dealing with the Federal grant 
received under the Dominion- 
Provincial tax agreement, Mr, 
Lloyd said that impression wi 
abroad in some quarters that th 
money received from Ottawa pro- 
vided a source of additional rev- 
enue for education. That was not 
correct, he told the delegates. The 
apparent gain of $15,300,000 which 
was the amount the Federal grant 
for 1947 was actually far from 
that amount. Under the agree- 
ment, the Province had agreed to 
withdraw from certain fields of 
taxation and after counting this 
loss which amounted to $7,800,000 
the amount left was $7,500,000. 
Out of this the Province ‘had 
agreed to pay off treasury bills, 
had assumed part of the debt owed 
under the 1938 seed grain ad- 
vances, plus interest, totalling in 
all $3,950,000. ‘Thus the real gain 
to the Province was roughly 
$3,500,000, Increased education 
costs of $1,000,000 in addition to 
increases in old age pensions and 
the provincial share of the hos- 
pitalization costs accounted for 
all the money received. 

Mr. Lloyd emphasized that the 
problem of financing education in 
Saskatchewan was a particularly 
difficult one due to sparse popu- 
lation, insecurity of revenue de 
pendent upon weather and crops, 
and the fact that the Province 
had as many. one-room rural 
schools as Manitooa and Alberta 
combined. 

The Province had taken advan- 
taxe of ev cent available from 
Federal sources for vocational 
and technical trainine 


Its main problem was the grow- 
ing cost of education due in the 
main to three factors: 1. Increases 
in all costs, particularly for con- 
struction, materials and supplies. 
2. The very essential increases in 
teachers’ salaries. 3. The exten- 
sive bulding and repair program 
required. Despite these difficul- 
ties, in the past year the Province 
had’ acquired 300 new classrooms, 
200 new teacherages, and 200 new 
stables for schools as well as look- 
ing after 1100 major repairs and 
2400 minor repairs to existing 
schools, 

Mr. Lloyd had praise for the 
efficiency of administration in the 
larger school units, According to 
1946 figures in the larger, units 
taxes per pupil amounted to $81 
while in non-unit districts taxes 
averaged $90 per pupil.

Out of the total 
254 districts in the three areas, 
138 were operating below 1948 
costs and 116 above. 

Comparing yearly administr 
tion costs between unit and non- 
unit areas, Mr, Lloyd said it 
worked out at about $5 per child 
in the larger units id $4 per 
child in the rural non-unit areas, 

Perhaps even more serious than 
the financial problem confronting 
those responsible for education 
was the teacher shortage. In 1947 
in the Province 700 teachers had 
one or more university degrees, 
600 had one year normal school 
training and one year university, 
5000 were teaching on interim 
First Class certificates or better 
and almost 1000 were teaching on 
temporary certificates. That was 
a@ serious situation with which 
other provinces were also faced 
as well as some parts of the 
United States, About twenty-five 
percent of grade twelve students 
were entering the teaching pro- 
fession so the problem was not 
one of recruitment. Trained teach- 
ers had been leaving the profe 
sion in droves for years. For t 
four-year period from ‘1930-1934 
an average of 1447 Saskatchewan 
teachers either married or found 
other employment vearly. In 1944, 
1568 teachers were lost and during 
1947, some 1200 teachers quit, 

Increased salaries and adequate 
superannuation were important 
factors in keeping teachers. While 
Saskatchewan was doing what it 
could along both lines and had 
one of the finest superannpation 

hemes of any provin in the 
Dominion except British Columbia, 
the problem was far from solved, 

In the final analysis, everything 
hinged upon a more satisfactory 
system of equalizing educational 
opportunity through widening the 
basis of taxation by mans of 
Federal aid to education.

Mr. Abbott Gets a Jolt 


| WAS LAST November that the 
I Minister of Finance, Mr. Abbott, an- 

nounced his new austerity program. 
He proclaimed it over the radio and from 
that moment all its terms went automatic- 
ally into effect. In addition to drastic 
control! of imports these included the 
imposition of sharp excise taxes on @ 
number of domestic products, All this was 
done, of coursc, without any parliamentary 
sanction—the House ‘indeed was not even 
in session. In our view the imposition of 
new taxation on the say-so of the Minister 
or even of the cabinet was an unheard-of 
procedure for which there was no precedent 
in Canadian history. It marked the high 
point of the creeping dictatorship which for 
years had been usurping and paralysing the 
functions of the legislative arm of govern- 
ment. In the issue of December 4 we 
registered a protest, in part as follows: 


“Mr, Abbott and his Government took 
the course they did with their eyes open. 
‘They flouted people and Parliament alike 
and must have done so either because 
ey ae | normal democratic methods 
or ause they just didn't give a damn. 

“One point in Mr. Abbott's address de- 
serves particular mention in this con- 
nection, Stating that the announced 
restrictions would be put into effect 
immediately he went on: 

“This can be done under the pro- 
visions of the Foreign Exchange Con- 
trol Act. At the time this Act was 

1d the Government did not believe 
such power was contained in the 

Act but we are now advised by the law 

officers of the Crown that it provides 

the legal basis for such restrictions as 

‘are proposed.’ 

“We trust there are members of Parlia- 
ment who will perceive the full and 
shameful significance of this candid 
admission by Mr. Abbott and will not 
remain silent, 

“Let us assume that Mr. Abbot is 
telling the simple, innocent truth. In that 
event the Government, in establishing its 
sweeping restrictions, acted under & 
statute which, when it was enacted, they 
did not realize invested them with any 
such power. If the Government was 
{gnorant, obviously Parliament was also 
ignorant and did not know it was voting 
these powers: ‘The presumption suggested 
is that some inquisitive underling nosing 
around among the statutes suddenly dis- 
covered what no one else had suspected. 
The ministry of justice was consulted 
and came up with the opinion that, sure 
enough, here was the instrument that gave 
all and more than all the power needed 
So Mr. Abbott and his colleagues rubbed 
their hands and got on with the job. 

“This is perhaps the most contemptuous 
treatment handed out by the Government 
to Parliament up to the present time.” 


It is gratifying to record that members 
ef the House of Commons did take this 
matter up. For two or three days recently 
they had Mr, Abbott on the hook and if 
they didn’t take the smile off that pleasant 
‘and popular minister's face, they must all 
the same have given him a most uncomfort- 
able time. So much has it been taken for 
granted, especially since Mr. Iisley's war- 
time reign, that the voice of the treasury 
fe the voice of God, that Mr. Abbot was 
quite genuinely taken by surprise by the 
fact that any of his actions should be 
questioned. But they were and in @ manner 
sufficiently telling to shake the minister's 
aplomb. All three opposition parties with 
‘ene voice joined in bombarding him for his 
unprecedented breach of constitutional 
ractice. Rank and file Liberal members, 
their credit, showed no eagerness to 
ump to his defence. 

‘The lawyers, who spearheaded the sizzling 
attack, had a field day. The following from 
John Diefenbaker gives some indication of 
the line taken: 

“T took it upon myself to go to the 
library of Parliament for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether ever before, any- 
where, taxation had been imposed either 
by order in council or upon the mere i 

it of a minister or a member of The 
executive. I went back to Magna Carta 
and carried on through the reigns of 

he and Henry VIII and found that 
thr, ion oh which anybody hi 
ww ed to do that—yes, the 
minister remembers it because I heard 
him saying ‘ship money’—the last person 
who tried it was Charles I, when he 
endeavored to impose ship money, and 

I thank my Hon, friend for having looked 

up history himself, 
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“Mr. Abbott: I did not have to look it 
up. I knew it. 

“Mr, Diefenbaker: That makes the of- 
fence all the more serious, Only the 
other day the minister was asked if it 
had ever taken place. 

“Mr. Abbott: And I said that so far as 
T knew it had not. 

“Mr. Johnston: 
Charles 1? 

“Mr. Diefenbaker: History shows that 
he lost his kingly head, and that may not 
be out of the way when it comes to the 
head of the present administration. 

“Speaking seriously I believe that no 
more brazen abuse of Parliament has 
ever taken place in our country than the 
action of the minister on November 17. 
He cannot justify it.” 

‘Though Mr. Abbott brushed off calls for 
his resignation he was given plenty of food 
for some sober thought. 

Late though the hour, it is encouraging 
to find members of Parliament at last 
rousing themselves. For years they have 
slept while their powers and prerogatives 
were being filched from them right and 
left. While they have slumbered, depart- 
ments and boards have taken onto them- 
selves legislative and quasi-judicial pre- 
rogatives. Now that the Commons has 
smelled blood it is to be hoped thet it will 
remain on the alert, insist on the retention 
of all the rights and privileges that remain 
and even go further and demand the restor- 
ation of those that have already been taken 
away from them. 


What happened to 


Truman’s Speech 


T IS EVEN being suggested that hence- 
I forward March 17 will take on @ dif- 

ferent significance. It will be remem- 
bered not as St. Patrick's Day but as the 
day on which President Truman made @ 
speech to Congress. Be that as it may, it 
is beyond question that on an historic date 
the President did make an historic speech. 
For good or for ill it marks a turning point 
in international relationships. 

This development or something akin to 
it was not unexpected. Events for months 
have been leading up to it. With every 
passing day it became more and more 
clear that there was no possibility of 
negotiating with Moscow. The choice lay 
between yielding, all along the line, or at 
some point calling @ halt. It became equally 
clear that there was no satisfying the men 
in the Kremlin, Far from being satiated. 
“increase of appetite” grew by what it fed 
on, All of Europe and more was marked 
for the sacrifice. That was the porition, 

It had finally come to be recognized that 
the Kremlin can only be dealt with on the 
basis of power, Speaking during the foreign 
policy debate in the British House of 
Commons recently, Mr. Churchill called for 
a “settlement” with Russia. This statement 
was generally misunderstood, Mr. Churchill 
did not have in mind still another series 
of tortuous discussions leading nowhere. 
He meant what Mr. Truman has now done, 
namely, that unless Russia called a halt 
to her expansionist moves and ceased her 
efforts to enslave the democratic nations 
of the West there would be no more 
discussions. The West would invoke what- 
ever means were found necessary—force 
if necessary—to compel Russia to desist. 
That is what Mr. Truman has done. 

Does this mean war or does it bring the 
danger of war nearer? That, no one can 
tell but he would be a rash man who, viewing 
the world situation as it exists today, would 
completely rule out the possibility of war. 

The present position may be better 
understood by keeping in mind the develop- 
ment which led to the second World War. 
Mr. Churchill has stated that that war was 
the most easily ded conflict that had 
ever occurred, What he meant was that 
if the rest of the world had understood the 
threat of Naziism in time and the indicated 
steps had been taken, Germany could 
never have waged war. We are today in a 
position somewhat similar to that of the 
late thirties. Russia now holds the place 
Germany then held and is adopting similar 
tactics to gain her ends. She has in fact 
perfected the strategy of the limited 
objective—of swallowing one country at 
time and in the process taking all the 
risks necessary short of war. The question 
now is, has the process gone too far? Hitler 
could easily have been stopped when he 
marched into the Rhineland. He could have 
been stopped when he seized Austria. He 
might even have been stopped when he 
swooped on Czechoslovakia. But when he 
moved on Poland, the point at which Britain 
and France finally decided to fight, it was 
too late. 

Is it already too late to put limits to the 
onward rush of the Kremlin? That question 
we cannot answer. We don't know anyone 
who can. But if Mr, Truman's speech 
means anything and if those all across the 
world who have applauded it mean what 
they appear to mean, then, the chips are 
down, From now on there will be no more 
temporizing. Force will be pitted against 
force and if Russia decides to push on, 


regardless, then the Weat must act or Mr. 
‘Truman be forced to swallow his words and 
the whole Western world sink in humiliating 
defeat. ‘The President's declaration could 
be a long step towards war. Nonetheless, 
it should be emphasized that it could also 
be itep towards real peace; indeed there 
are many who believe that the policy 
advocated by President Truman offers the 
best and the last chance of durable peace. 


Farmers’ Income Tax 


N THE FLOOD of criticism that has 
been loosed by the issue of the new 
income tax forms for Western farmers 

there was one brief comment that may be 
worth noting. “An authoritative source” in 
the Department of Inland Revenue was 
reported as having said that all the hulla~ 
baloo did not mean very much. After 

he pointed out, only @ negligibly small 

number of farmers pay income tax and the 

total amount collected was comparatively 
insignificant. 

The mounting body of protest appears to 
indicate that this “authority” was mistaken, 
He forgot, as so many others tend to forget, 
that even if the number of farmers who are 
actually assessed for the tax is small the 
number of marginal cases is quite large. 
Many of these avoid the tax only by so 
conducting their business as to insure that 
they do not become liable for it. The large 
volume of organized farmers who have 
been roused to vigorous condemnation of 
the new forms is in itself sufficient evidence 
that the matter is taken very seriously. 

We have raised this point, however, to 
reinforce a position consistently held in 
these columns. It is that in fact, the game 
isn't worth the candle; that the minor 
‘amount collected from farmers in income 
tax is not worth the time, trouble and 
expense needed to collect it. If the elabor- 
ate bookkeeping records, and the mental 
anguish endured by farmers in the process 
of estimating their taxes are taken into 
account, the proceeds appear the more 
disproportionate, It is almost impossible to 
impose the tax without some discrimination 
or appearance of discrimination, All the 
loopholes open to evasion can never be 
brought completely under control and these 
factors will always be sources of dissatis- 
faction. Lestly there is the effect which 
the tax has on production, It undoubtedly 
tends to curtail mixed farming with serious 
results on the volume of dairy, poultry and 


facts it surely is 
not unreasonable to suggest that the whole 
question of farmers’ income tax be thor- 
oughly examined. If a method of removing 
the flaws cannot be found then the farmers’ 
income tax should be removed and it 
necessary an entirely new tax acceptable 
to all parties substituted for it. 


Prairie Agriculture

ture during the brief span of years since 
the first sod was turned; to romance a bit 
about the future. 


Romance is a good word, for there is 
plenty of it in the Western story, There 
is romance in the tales of the pioneer 
settlers who trekked to new land, There 
is romance in the mistakes they made and 
the successes they achieved. There is 
adventure, too, in the way scientific men 
have attacked the problems of agriculture. 
Today, there is romance in the great land 
conservation program gradually taking 
shape across the plains. 


‘The story of the prairies, if it is ever 
finally written, will be one of terrific 
advances during the early years. The land 
was settled before the pioneers knew what 
it could produce. Millions of acres which 
would better have been left as grass came 
under the plow. That, of itself, would com- 
prise quite a chapter, Next the scientist, 
intent on getting information, tore back the 
veil of ignorance covering our soil resources 
by conducting intensive surveys and chart- 
ing the rainfall. Finally the need of proper 
land use gripped the mind of farmer and 
scientist alike, 


Most amazing part of the story is that 
all three phases of it are still with us. The 
pioneers are still pushing back agricultural 
frontiers. ‘The scientists are still arming 
us with information and better tools, An 
expansive program of soil conservation and 
water development is taking shape before 
our eyes, No other agricultural area has 
undergone these changes in so short @ time, 


‘The romance of agriculture today is 
meshed pretty closely with the story of 
P.F.R.A,, for since 1935 when the Prairie 
Farm Rehabilitation Act was passed, 
tremendous strides have been taken, Vast 
tracts of land have been seeded back to 
grass. Through community pastures, good 
grass management has been amply demon- 
strated, Thousands of small water develop- 
ment projects have been promoted and now 
tremendous projects aimed at controlling 
the vast rivers of the plains are under way. 

It was indeed a pleasure for representa~ 
tives of the agricultural press to have been 
invited to attend the recent annual confer- 
ence of the P.F.R.A. advisory council at 
Regina, This council, under the chairman- 
ship of Dr. B. S. Archibald, Canada’s capable 
director of experimental farms, served ip 
an advisory capacity to the Federal Minis 
of Agriculture, Much that transpired tucre 
could not be published immediately. It was 
“hush-hush" at least until the minister 
had been advised. 

It should be noted, however, that members 
of the advisory council pulled no punches 
in their statements about P.F.R.A. policies,

The Department hus had some correspondence with 
ur. L. F, Tgtus, Chief Superintendent of Schools for the 
Province of Saskatchewan. 


You will note that our new salary schedule 
requires careful study of School Inspectors’ amd indian 
Superintendents’ reports before the setting of a teacher's 
salary, We have thus discovered that several of our Indian 
day schools have not been receiving regular school inspections. 
Mr. Titus has, therefore, been asked to instruct the Superin- 
tendents to make a visit to the Indian schools in their 
respective areas at least once a year, At the present time 
the Indian schools in the unorganized areas of northern 
Saskatchewan will have to be excluded from this arrangement, 


Our Department has offered to pay for two visits 
a year to teachers who have just graduated from Normal School 
and who are therefore in need of extra assistance, 


I would ask that your Superintendents, co-operate 


in every way possible with the Provimeial School Inspectors in 
this matter,

I have instructed Mr. kK. J. Penny to visit the 
above-named school at the earliest opportunity. You will 
understand that this is a holiday season and some of our 
superintendents, including Mr. Penny, are instructing 4 
short course at the Normal School. It may be early September 
before Mr. Penny can make a report. 


I have found since assuming my present position 
that the matter of our superintendents visiting the Indian 
Schools has been rather haphazard. Apparently a few years 
ago it was a practice to visit these schools when invited to 


do so. Some of the superintendents have {neluded the Indian 
Schools in their itinerary and have visited the: regularly 
once each year. Others neglected to do so unless 4 special 
request was made. It would be more satisfactory to the 
Department of Education in Saskatchewan if there were a very 
definite policy in this regard. I would like to be able to 
instruct the superintendents to make a visit to the Indian 
Schools in their respective areas at least once each year. 
Since our Department charges for this service I would like 
to have from you @ definite statement as to the policy to be 
followed. 


I would exclude for the time being from this 
arrangement the Indian Schools jn the unorganized areas of 
northern Saskatchewan.

The Superintendent of Indian Education has author- 
ized me to instruct the superintendents to make a visit to 
the Indian schools in their area at least once a year, The 
Department wishes the superintendents to observe this policy 
confining their visit to one visit per year, except where the 
number of members on the staff makes it impossible for the 
superintendent to complete his inspection in one visit. In 
that case a second visit oan be made. 


The Indian Affairs Branch also authorizes two visits 
@ year in the case of a beginning teacher who is in need of 
some assistance. In such cases, you would give the beginning 
teacher in the Indian school the same helpful guidance as you 
give to the teachers normally under your jurisdiction, 


The above observations are not meant to apply to 


the Indian schools in the unorganized areas of northern Sask- 
atchewan.

I hereby submit my quarterly report covering the 
Carlton Arency for the quarter ending September 30, 1949. 


ADMINISTRATION: 

Field work on the Southern Reserves in the Agency 
has consisted of Haying and Harvesting operations, follow-up 
work on summer-fallow and new land broken. 


On the Northern Reserves supervision has been 
given to construction of bridges and docks. In the caseof Lac 
La Ronge, supervision was given to the sawing of some eichty 
thousand feek of lumber taken out by the Indians for their own 
use. 


In addition to the above, supervision was fiven to 
the lumbering operations carried out by Mr. James L. McLean 
on the Montreal Lake Reserve, During the quarter Mr. McLean 
sawed 83,500 feet of lumber. Timber dues are paid up to date. 


Commercial fishing was not carried out by Indians 
at any points covered by this Agency during the past quarter. 


Sale of fur has now been completed for last 
winter's and spring's catch. It may be recalled in my last 
March Slst quarterly report I estimated the overall returns 
from fur sales in the Carlton Agency would be in the neighbor= 
hood of $525,841.00. To date the figures in connection with the 

Sipanok Project have not been made available to this office, 
but, I find the estimate made over the balance of the area was 
ten per cent too hich. In analysing the returns it was found 
the drop in the market was the chief factor, That, of course, 
is beyond our control. It 1s somewhat appalling when one 
realizes the loss in returns brought about by improperly 
prepared pelts, both rat and beaver, 


Through the cooperation of the Provincial Field 
men, I am making arrangements to have as much fur as possible 
pass through the hands of our own men next Spring before it is 
shipped, this is intended as an educational program, In this 
way I hope the Indians will be made to realize why some receive 

poorer grades than others and the loss in revenue which 
results from improperly prepared pelts. 


Miles travelled by Departmental car No. 1412 
operated by the writer, 5977 miles, cost of operating $249.58, 
Miles travelled by Departmental truck No. 1425 operated by 
Assistant, Indian Agency, A. N, Wark, 4585 miles, cost of 
operating $245.01.

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Cost of air transportation for self and field 
men will amount to approximately $100.00. 


RESERVES AND TRUSTS; 


Collections made during the quarter were as 
follows; Timber dues received from Mr. James L. McLean for 
timber cut on the Montreal Lake Reserve amounted to $698.72. 
Procceds from sales to date of crain produced on the Sturgeon 
Lake Community Farm amount to $1,693.84. ' 


MEDICAL: 
The general health of the Indians during the 


past quarter has been good. Cost of hospitalization for the 
quarter will amount to approximately $14,907.00. 


EDUCATION: 


The five day schools in the Agency were visited 
during the quarter, One visit was also made to the 
Seusonal Day School at Stanley. The St. Alban's and All 
Saints Residential Schools were visited on nunerous occasions 
during the quarter. 


GENSRAL: 


Crop returns covering the farming reserves in 
the Arency have not been prepared, however, the yields are 
the best in years. 


Most of the trappers have left for their 
trapping grounds. Before they left they were interviewed in 
a ceneral way and it is my understanding they were sufficient- 
ly well equipped to start out.

These echoole are 
readily accessible and should cause no serious inoonvenience 

the staff of inspectors. 


In view of thie fact, the De t of Indien 
Affaire feele that $20.00 could be paid for the inepection 
of one-roomed sohools once e year and $35.00 for two-roomed 
schools. In thie connection I refer you to your 58426-20 
of November 24, 1920. You will remember that you asked 
thie Department to make a proposition which we thought fair. 
The financial arrangement that I have mentioned conforme 
more nearly to the average rate offered us by the Depart- 
mente of Education for the three Prairie Provinces. 


When arrangemente are completed, ie it your wieh 
that we direct one cheque a year to your office, or 
payment to the individual inepectors as their soporte are 
tana bin to Ottawa.

Thie will, of necessity, mean an increused salary item, and 
the change will have to be made slowly with the coneent of 
Parliament, which votes the funde for Indian education. 


The inepection reporte, ae stated above, and all 
recommendations should be directed to ir.

Ge We Gorman, B.A., of the agreement entered into between 
the Department of Indian Affairs at Ottawa, and the Educa- 
tion Department in Alberta, and he will advise the In- 
spectors in whose territory the Indian Schools are located, 
with regard to the yearly inspection of these schools, and 
the report which must be prepared and sent through the 
Chief Inspector to W. Me Graham, Indian Commissioner, 
Regina, Saskatchewan. The arrangement to have the Depart- 
ment of Bducation in Alberta remunerated at the end of the 
Calendar year, for the inspection of these schools, is 
satisfactory, as the fiscal year and calendar year are 
identical in this Province.

I have for acinowlefyment your 
letter of the 24rd instant, in ~hich you subnit, for ny 
consideration, an excerpt from a report relating to text 
books, received by you from Inspector Thomas F. “anilton. 


I find it somewhat difficult to ‘now 
what I should say by way of reply to Inspector Hamilton. 


It may help you to understand more 
fully the position in which I find myself if I state that, 
in a general way, we attempt to folloyr in ovr Tndian day 
and residential schools the »rovincial curricula authorized 
by the provincial departments of Fducatton throurhout the 
Dominion. These curricula or courses of study have been 
frequently revised in recent years. Indeed T feel T am 
speaking moderately when I state they appesr to be in a 
constant state of flux. The courses of study in Manitoba, 
in Ontario and in the province of Cuebec are now in 
process of recanstruction. All these revisions involve 
constant changes in text-books and particularly in supplem- 
entary readers. In addition to this, our Indian day and 
residential schools are operated in co-operation with the 


Catholic, Anglican, Presbyterian and Unite? Churches of 
ps gl with one or two schools in British Columbia operated

under the auspices of the Salvation Army. I+ ts scercely 
necessary to state that certain text-books, acceptable to 
Catholics, would be looked upon as wholly unsuitable in 
non-Catholic schools.

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It is a common experience here for 
the officials to purchase su »lementary readers on the 
recommendation of an inspector, only to discover that a 
newly Lge inspector, reporti on the same school 
or schools, will point out the unsuitebility of the readers 
recommended his predecessor and submit a completely new 
list to this Department. T 1s happens so frecuently that 
an attempt was made to get four inspectors in one of the 
eastern provinces to meet, in the hone that they could 
submit to this Department a list of supplementary readers 
suitable for Indian schools in the province. You may not 
be surprised to learn that the inspectors failed to agree 
and sent in four distinct and separate lists. 


When I entered the Department and 
encountered this problem about four years ago, I issued a 
circular letter, fn da that the time spent white 
ports in supplementary reading might be profitably spent

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projects, and my suggestion has been adopted in a number 
of schools in the East. T realize, of course, that 
there is a weakness in the sugzestion in thet it is 
likely to handicap the Indian pupil who is proceeding 

in the direction of a hich sehool course. 


All text-booxs for use in Indian 
schools, together with maps, exercise books and se 1 
sucplies zenerally, are purchased, not by this Tepartrent, 
but by the Stationery Office of the Government. The 
officials of this office, torether with our own offtctals 
here, sre naturally anxious in a period like this to keep 
down educational costs and consequently slways aim at 
buying textebooks and supolementary r ers in bulk. This 
fact in itself may explain why ve cannot always respond 
culekly to the recommendation of an inspector while ve 
have a numver of undistributed text-books on hand. 


Ané now I come to Inspector Manilton's 
reference to the residential schools on the Blood reserve. 
The last reouisition received fron the Principal of this 
school 1s dated December, 1929. All the regular text-books 
requested, with one or tro exceptions, were suppited, 
together with the regular school supplies. Inspector 
Hamilton states: "In these reports [I have mace a protest 
against the suoplementary reading books supplied to these 
schools. I did the same last year and helped the principals 
to make e suitable list of books". I can state very 
definitely that no such list reached this Branch from the 
Principal of the St. Paul's school. In addition to the 
regular text-books requested, I am attaching hereto a list 


of the supplementary readers sent forward by the ranch, 


in the hope that the principals and pupils would find 
them interesting end surcestive. 


In the case of the Blood Ff. C. school, 
a small number of supplementary readers were requested by 
the principal, but inasmuch as the books requestec were 
not in stoek and in view of the fact that we had still a 
large number of supplementary readers on hand, all the 
supplementary readers recuested by the principal vere not 
sent forward. However, I am sencins forward a list of 
the supplementery readers supplied to this school. It is 
only fair to the officials here to stete that tn the case 
of both schools more supplementary reacers were sup lied 
than were recuestede by the principals. 


It certainly appreetate your interest 
in this particular matter. If you are in the Fast at any 
time in the immediate future, I woul: certainly; come 
e® visit by you to this Branch. The purchase a trib- 
ution of text-books and supplementary readers ts ¢ of 
the most ¢ifficult problens confronting the offictals 
charged with the administretion of tndian shools, 
particularly so in these days, when our educetional 
appropriation has been drastically reduced.

INDIAN EDUCATION IN ALBERTA 


On August 22, 1946, those school superintendents of 
our Alberta staff who had had experience with Indian schools 
met to discuss educational facilities for Indian pupils. 

The attendance was good and all those present were men of 
considerable experience with schools for Indians; one super- 
intendent actuslly grew up on an Indian reserve where his 
father was engaged in educational work. 


The men discussed the topic freely, and contributed 
a great deal of information about existing facilities which 
provide for the education of Indians. I have attempted to 
summarize these contributions in the following report: 


MISSION SCHOOLS 


ruct ions ason 
W hildren come into these schools they are 
put into a thoroughly hygienic condition and given clean 
clothing. Medical officers examine them and prescribe any 
treatment that may be needed. Children showing symptoms of 
active tuberculosis are hospitalized. Nonactive cases are 
taken care of quite efficiently; the children are not 
allowed to over-exert themselves and are allowed at least 
two rest periods during the day; they are put on a high 
protein diet, weights are checked frequently, and they are 
given such other treatment as may be prescribed by the 
medical officer. 


Although the missions are usually overcrowded, the 
livi accommodation for the Indian pupils is usually 
satisfactory in other respects. Their quarters are clean, 
well aired, and properly heated, while the diet of the 
children has been observed to be satisfactory. 


Some of the superintendents reported that occasionally 
the Indians object to sending their children to the mission 
schools, chiefly because they are taken away from their 
homes from Sunday night to the following Friday night, ex- 
cept during vacation periods.

One inspector complained that the Dominion Government 
grants for education in mission schools were very low, and 
that this fact was responsible for the lack of proper equip- 
ment and library facilities that prevailed. 


A certain amount of vocational training is offered in 
the mission schools, chiefly farming. In 4 number of places 
the pupils who have reached a suitable age spend half of 
their school time in the classroom and the balance at voca- 
tional work. The latter includes home economics for girls, 
and shop and farm work for boys. Cy ry +

INDIAN DAY SCHOOLS 


There are very few Indian day schools in the Province 
so our superintendents have not had a great deal of experience 
with them. However, they report that as far as instruction 
is concerned the same unsatisfactory conditions prevail in 
them as do in the mission schools. Teachers, as a rule, have 
very low academic standing and no professional training what- 
ever. The Provincial courses of studies are followed very 
loosely and there is 4 dearth of proper equipment and library - 


facilities. 


As in the case of the mission schools, the Indian 
children are making very slow progress with their studies 
as compared with our public school pupils. A certain amount 
of shop work is given to the boys and suitable handwork to 
the girls, with comparatively good results. 

The superintendents complained about the poor attendance 
at day schools; only about half of the children attend, an —_ 
the punctuality is most unsatisfactory. In most of the areas 
where day schools are operated the Indians go on periodical 
trips to carry on hunting and fishing operations, during which 
times the children are out of school. 
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s of the They are supposed to be inspected ~——~ 
pe y the health nurses and medical officers, but 
in spite of this they are unclean, poorly clothed and appar- 
ently not very healthy. 


It was reported that in some cases the Indians attend 
regular day schools in which their progress is considerably 
better than that of the children in the schools operated by 
the Dominion Government. However, in practically every case 
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white settlers have protested against the Indians being in 
sohools on account of_t E sibility 
of their : n to t losis. 
Pre ports o P have o children 
under public school conditions indicate that Indian pupils 

are capable of making better progress than they are doing in 
the average day and mission schools operated on reserves. 


Attention was drawn to the fact that the Indians 
appeared to absorb very little civilization while in the 
school. When the young graduate from school most of them 
seem to enjoy going back to the primitive Indian life and 
resuming the ways of living practised by their people. Unly 
one exception was noted. 


RECOMMENDATION; 
TZ It was considered that mission schools should be con- 


“tinued on reserves where the Indians are comparatively static 
as these schools provide clean, healthy conditions for the 
children. In outlying points, where the Indians are somewhat 
nomadic in their habits, it was thought that day schools 
should be operated during the spring, summer and early fall. 
It was considered that no attempt should be made to restrict 
the Indians in their trapping and fishing as these are their 
means of gaining a livelihood and it is desirable that the 

oung people should learn to carry on these operations. 


ee It was recommended that a suitable course of studies 
be drawn up for Indian schools, designed to meet their par- 
ticular needs. The Indian is artistic and is fond of handwork 
but he loathes anything pertaining to the abstract. He is 
fond of nature, athletics and games. Vocational training 
should form a large part of the curriculum and should occupy 
approximately one-half of the pupils’ school time. Instruc- 
tion in stock raising, farming, trapping and fishing should 
be included. In a few cases the Indians operate coal mines 
so this activity should not be overlooked in the areas con- 
cerned. The vocations practised by the Indians in the area 
of the schools should be stressed in the programme of those 
schools. 


wv Every effort should be made to provide suitable 

libraries for the Indian children. The literature should 

be simple and should deal with those things in which the 

Indian is interested; such as, art, nature study, adventure 

and hunting. A good supply of pre-primers and primary sup- 
plementary reading books should be provided. They should be} B 
well-bound, interesting books containing plenty of colored Ld 
illustrations. 


—_— 

Ww It was felt important that a full course of studies be 
drawn up which would be elastic enough to meet the conditions 
of the various schools. Due to the fact that the teachers 
who use them are seldom properly trained, the curriculum 
should be quite comprehensive. 
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v Every effort should be made to provide trained teachers 
with suitable backgrounds. These people should be imbued 
with missionary spirit. They should have a satisfactory 
academic background and adequate training in pedagogy. In 
addition, wat, should receive special courses in the teaching AG 
of Indian children from experienced and competent instructors- 
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It was thought that the ideal Indian teacher would be 
a native Indian who has undergone the necessary training to 
enable him to instruct in the schools of his own people. 
One of the superintendents has known such teachers and recom- 
mends them highly. 


In conclusion, it appears to be evident that the Indian 
schools in the Province are not accomplishing nearly as much 
as they might, due to poorly trained teachers, lack of a 
definite course of studies, and a dearth of proper equipment 
and library facilities. It is felt that under suitable con- 
ditions the Indian can be educated to take his place as 4 
useful citizen of his own community and the country at large. 
The meeting strongly recommended that the Dominion Government 
be urged to extend and improve the facilities for the educa- 
tion of Indians in the Province of Alberta.

Report by Hugh B. Wilson, re etor of Schools 
for the Alberta Provincial Department Education, on 
the education of the Lops | Indians at Upper Hay River, 

Lakes, Bistoho Lake and Indian Cabins in Horthern 
Alberta. This survey and report is the result of the 
request Niskaent the Indian Department to the Provincial 
De of Education. 


The Slavey band of Indians spentes | at the above 
mentioned places are, at the present time, 
education, medical attention and de rtment rr stration. 
There are no schools where any of the one hundred and fifty 
children attend. <A few have attended the St. Henri 
Mission at Fort Vermilion. However the distance is great 
and the Indian parents do not wish to part from their 
children for the time required to receive an education at 
this — Moreover the Indians do not want mission — 
schoo. 


The medical bide hele iven these people is 
Bueeticaliy nil. A report on this condition may be 
obtained from the medical byanal of the Department. 


There is practically no administration given to 
this area by the Department. The following recommenda- 
tions are made with the understanding that an Indian Agent 
will be placed in the Fort Vermilion area and that this 
section of the district will be part of his administrative 
unit. These Indians yore cularly need some person to 
advise and help them care for their inmediate needs. 


In the following report I wish to stress that 
the first seg yeas’ is more administration and with it 
education. If the principals in each smaller district 
acted as sub-agents and advisers, as well as teachers, it 
would appear that this might be efficient and worthwhile 

ance. 


The education of this Sla a. band, two hundred 


and seventy-five miles from a sie will by necessity 
cost much more than to operate the same sized school olose 
to a railroad. The department should recognize this fact 
and be prepared to exes’ a sufficiently large appropriation. 
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QURRICULUM: 


The education of the northern Indians should not 
have the same aim as for those of the southern bands. The 
Indians of this area will not come into competition with the 
general white population. They are now and will continue to 
be essentially trappers. They may, at some time, operate 
extensive fur farms such as beaver and muskrat. There could 
be limited agricultural activities which should be encouraged 
to facilitate in obtaining a proper diet for them. 


The training of the Indian child should be basically 
a@ practical education. At the present time very few of these 
Indians understand English. They cannot count, calculate or 
solve the fundamental problems based on arithmetic nor do they 
know or practise the simple health rules. In this respect they 
are below the other tribal standards. 


The curriculum should be so constructed that the 
Indian child will be capable of taking his or her place with the 
tribe and to know and develop better ways of trapping, home 
building and health development. The curriculum should therefore 
be simple and as the tribal standard is raised then the curriculum 
ean be expanded. 


The chief aim should be to keep the Indian a northern 
trapper and, at the same time,develop his native ability so that he 
may, if necessary, be able to meet competition from other traders 
and trappers. The Indians of this area and especially those 
trapping in B.C. obtain ample fur to give them a very good living; 
much better than they are now getting. They are lacking in relative 
values because they are not educated in the fundamentals as above 
mentioned. The curriculum for them should be less academic than 
it 1s in other Indian schools. It should be more practical. The 
standard set for them should not be the same as for other schools, 
it should be made particularly for this area. 


Since the main pose of gi some education to 
the Indians is to raise their standard of living much of this 
training should be practical. The boys now are taken on the 
trap-line by their parents at the age of twelve or thirteen. 
Here they learn the Indian way of rene*te This state should be 
allowed to continue and the ‘8 sh be excused fromschool at 
this age to allow for this tra « They should also receive 
additional training in fur conservation and development from some 
source within the school. 


The Indians are also endeavoring to adopt the methods 
of the whites in housing, clothes and diets but they are not 
trained in the orafts for such adoption. They should be given 
rudimentary courses in wood-craft and its associates, home 
development and its associates, and in the principles of health. 
The aim should be to have the indian able to build and to know 
what to build for hou accommodation. They should know how 
to do simple machine si and mending. 


The curriculum should be so constructed that the 
Academic training will be limited to a working knowledge of the 
skills such as reading, number, etc. and be commensurate with the 
use the Indians will later make of them. They should be able to 
read, write and have a working knowledge of le arithmetic. 
This can be done by the age of twelve or thirteen. This could 
later be extended as the conditions warrant. 


The teaching of health practices is one of the most 
important. This could only be done actual usage. It would 
require the employment of a health social worker. 


It appears that this area requires a particular curricu- 
lum and that such ourriculum should be carefully planned by the 
Department giving scope to the above suggestions. 
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A day school situated at Upper Hay River would serve 
the families from this area and from Indian Cabins. The Indians 
from this area do not wish their children to be sent too far 
away to attend a mission or boarding school. 


The enrolment at such a school would be between thirty 
and forty pupils and as this band is not increasing one classroom 
would be adequate for quite a number of years. 


The location should be near the post and on the same 
side of the river as the sroneged highway. This will be approxi- 
mately two hundred and fifty miles from a railway but it will be 
on the Yellowimife Highway and will thus be quite accessible. 
re be will also be advantageous in that it will be easier 

Oo ge . 


The curriculum for this school should be similar to 
that for the rest of the area although it may, of necessity, be 
somewhat restricted by the size of the staff. The building could 
be one similar to any modern rural school with a small work shop, 
kitohen and bath facilities. A wood burning furnace should be 
used as coal would be too expensive. The construction should be 
suoh that the material could be readily freighted. At the present 
time Wer Assets have two buildings within four miles of the post 
which could supply @ large amount of the material. Good insulation 
should be provided. 


The ideal staff for such a school would be a man and 
wife. Each should be able to do some of the teaching and each 
should be trained in some of the practical arts such as carpentering, 
home economics and health, and social services. The man could 
instruct in the crafts for the 8 and the woman could instruct 
in the home sciences and do practical nursing. 


In my opinion the staff of such a school should also 
be in charge of the administration of the other Indian affairs 
doular to this area. They should not only teach in the school 
t they should be the advisers to the Indians and the social 
workers amongst th The success of such a school will depend on 
having that staff. partment should be yerrere’ to pay 
sufficient salary and offer sufficiently attractive housing to 
induce the right people to apply for such a position. The cost of 
this unit in capital outlay w: of course, depend on the con- 
struction. Transportation of materials will be less when the 
road is completed, presumably in 1947. I doubt if this unit 
gsohool and living accommodation, can be constructed for less than 
$20,000.00. The furnishing of the house must also be considered. 


A day school will have the following disadvantages: 


Seouring a staff will be difficult. 

Administration problems will be increased. 

The regular attendance of the pupils may be difficult to obtain 
although the Indians at this post assured me they wished their 
ehildren to attend this type of school. 

As the children will be returning to their homes each evening 
there may be the problem of health and cleanliness. 

this help to 
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Situated at Hay Lakes. The actual location of this 
school will depend on the survey which is now be made by 
Mr. Brown. The area adjacent to the lake is ve: ow and flat 
and may flood at high water. There is also consideration being 
given to the raising of the lake. The trad posts are now 
situated on the banks of the river. The location would be 
suitable if flooding could be prevented. As this prairie is 
large and very flat, levels should be obtained for the whole 
area. 


The Indian families at Hay Lakes are more scattered 
than those at Upper Hay River. As there are many more families 
in this area it will aha teen’ continue to be the centre of the 
Slavey settlement. trap lines are now well established and 
registered. There appear to be facilities for the establishment 
of a controlled extensive fur farm on the lakes. 


This pezeseale area will be some forty miles from 
the Yellowknife Highway. The winter trail is quite nag peng but 
the summer road is very bad because of the muskeg. @ lakes are 
too shallow for the landing of water planes but planes on wheels 
oan readily land on the prairie. With very little clearing and 
levelling a good air strip could be made. 


The enrolment of school age children will be between 
110 and 125. This will require at least four classrooms with 
extra rooms for the practical work as outlined in the proposed 
curriculum. These will inolude a room for shop and handicraft, 
a@ room for cooking and sewing and girls’ handicraft, as well as 
@ room which could be used for a playroom and auditorium, a 
teachers' room, a prinoipal's office, and a room for the nurse 
and social worker (this however, coula be in the hospital or 
infirmary). Modern plumbing and washing facilities will be a 
necessity. To provide these will require a modern lighting and 
water system ch might be obtained from some War Assets plant. 


With these four classrooms and other necessary 
teach: rooms this area should wi rd. 


his ar hor ¢_be serviced with hoa ing 
facilit or the 3s as does not ar possible to 
rate a @ number of day schools in the area. 
Th space required will be the usual for this number 


e 
of children. Included in the dormitory should be rooms where 
the children may work or play if it is not re ee! close 
to the school. The usual plumbing fixtures should be installed 
as well as facilities for giving a steam bath. 


A small hospital should also be built in connection 
with this unit. The construction of this milding should be such 
that all the boys or all the girls are not in one room. I suggest 
three or four to each room. 


There should be a good dining room and kitchen with 
modern equipment. 


I would also recommend that a house similar to that 
which the Department would recommend for the Indians of this area 
be built. A family of Indians could then be given the privilege 
of living with their children near the school. In this way some 
of the health habits and social habits which are desirable could 
be developed with the family. A e of families could be made 
from time to time. Such a house should be practical for this area. 
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STARE: 
The teaching staff of this school should be a 

principal and three or four other grade teachers. In my 
opinion the principal should also the Administrator of 
Indien Affairs for the area. He should be able to develop, 
through the school, such ideas as co-operative fur sales, 
extensive fur f. farming, health services and in general advise 
the Indians. man would need to be well qualified for 
re work. In addition to the three or four classroom teachers, 

a@ nurse and social worker would be required. At least one of 
these should be qualified to teach the rudimentary 
ofthe iaty seashore shotld Se eayatis cf feachine’ efeings” cooking 
° e eachers je capa’ co 
preserving, etc. An ideal set-up would be at least two married ' 
couples who could all work. 


The dormitory staff would require a cook and gooattav 
a helper. Much of the help with the cooking and sewing could 
done the girls as part Be their training. There should, 
however, be someone in char; bak of the boys and the girls. They 
will require careful supervision and training. 


The total staff would, of necessity, be four or five 
eae a ai and four dormitory assistan Be I estimate the 
cost wo!

A - Present conditions warrant special attention by the Department.

The unit at Upper Hay River could be tried as a day school.

Compulsory education should be required from boys six to 
thivteen ana for girls six to fifteen 


A special curriculum should be provided which will be more 
useful to the northern Indians.

After a conference recently with the Department of Indian 


Affairs, the following suggestions are made to Inspectors visiting 


Indian Schools: 


1. The Inspector should be quite frank in reporting the weaker 
cases of teachers and in recommending the rolease of a teacher 


when deemed necessary. 


The Department of Indian Affairs appreciates the Inspector's 
recommendation of additional equipment, of repairs to build- 
ing, etc., and these mattors will receive attention when 
funds are available. 


Reports of inspection visits should be sent promptly to 

this office in the Department of Education, in duplicate, in 
order that a copy of the report may reach the Department of 
Indian Affairs as soon as possible after tho date of visit. 
It is quite important that the Spring and Fall term reports 
should be forwarded promptly in order that prompt action 
thereon may be taken.

I am writing this letter to remind you regard- 
ing the transfer to me of the Indian School on 
Christian Island. This school should have been on 
my list from its organization as it is directly in 
my territory. It is only a few miles from ‘tiny Town- 
ship in which I have all the Yepsrate and most of the 
Public Schools (bilingual). I also have the Catholic 
Schools in Penetanguishene which is the nearest town 
and I also have Midland. I am ina position to do this 
school during my regular rounds and instead of peying 
expenses for an Inspector from Toronto to the Island, 
there would only be expenses from Penetang to the school 
and return. However, the real reason why the change 
should be made is that it has always been understood 
that Indian Schools should be given to the local In- 
spector and there is no reason why I should be discrim- 
inated against in this case.

Memorandum: 


Re; General education Six Nations Reserve 

On Thursday, May 25, accompanied by Indian 
Superintendent Randle, I spent two hours with Mr. J.C. 
Webster, Inspector of Schools for Brant County. Mr. 
Webster was appointed last year as a successor to Colonel 
Joyce and is now the Inspector for the schools on the Six 
per an Reserve. Mr. Webster brought up the following 
points: 


1. Inspection of schools 


He expressed a very decided opinion to the effect 
that two inspections a year instead of one would 
be very valuable in the case of the weaker teachers 
and also in the case of the new Indian teachers. 
He pointed out that one of the three new Indian 
teachers appointed last September should have done 
much better than she has and he feels would have 
done better if she had had some guidance early in 
the academic year. I advised Mr. Webster that I 
would recommend to you that permission be granted 
him to make two inspections a year of those Six 
Nations schools which he considers require same. 


2. Books 


As usual with public school inspectors, he brought 
up the old question of books. I pointed out to 

him the number of inspectors that we are dealing 
with all over the country and that our experience 
shows that in the majority of cases every inspector 
suggests different books. He realized our position 
in the matter and, therefore, limited his argument 
to books supplied for reading. As a matter of fact 
we have already requested the Government Stationery 
Office to place in stock the series of books 
mentioned by Mr. Webster and it is our intention to 
supply these books to the Six Nations schools for 
the academic year 1944-45. 


Pupils attending high schools and collegiate institutes 


Mr. Webster was very decided in his opinion that our 
present system of conducting Grade 9 in the reserve 
schools is not wholly satisfactory. He expressed 
the opinion that when the brighter pupils pass their 
entrance examination they should immediately be 

sent either to Brantford, Hagersville or Caledonia 
High School. He has received complaints that, while 
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our Grade 9 teachers do their best, they have 
other grades in the same room and consequently 

are not able to devote as much time to the Grade 

9 subjects as they should. As a result many of 
our pupils, when they have se site Grade 9 in 
our reserve schools, find it difficult to keep 

up with the work in Grade 10 when they attend one 
of the high schools or collegiates just mentioned. 
Mr. Webster is prepared to recommend those pupils 
who, he thinks, should be sent direct to high 
school rather than take Grade 9 in our own schools. 
He further expressed the opinion that it was 
advisable to continue the Grade 9 in our own 
schools for those pupils who do not desire to 
proceed to high school or collegiate, but at the 
same time whose parents may wish them to have an 
additional year's education following entrance 
examination. In carrying the Grade 9 course in 
this manner in our schools Mr. Webster suggested 
that he felt it would be practical to drop French 
and Latin and concentrate on other subjects that 
would be of practical use to the pupils in after 
life. I pointed out to Mr. Webster that, while 

I agreed that there was considerable merit in his 
proposal, at the same time it presented considerable 
administrative difficulties, due to the fact that 
it may prove difficult to convince certain parents 
that only some pupils having passed their entrance 
are sent immediately to one of the white high 
schools or collegiates, while others are retained 
in the reserve school. He had not realized this 
particular point and agreed that this was something 
that Departmental officials would have to consider 
carefully. I promised him that I would bring this 
to your attention and that we would later consult 
with Indian Superintendent Randle with a view to 
making a definite decision in the matter. 


Following the discussion on the above points we 
considered the possibilities for the coming academic 
year regarding teachers. From all accounts I do 

not feel there is much advantage in continuing the 
services of Mrs. Sandy. We found it necessary to 
dispense with her services some years ago and later 
we re-engaged her, but it is evident, both from her 
lack of interest in the programme on May 24 and the 
comments of Inspector Webster, that she has lost 

all interest in school work. There are one or two 
other teachers that we have in our Six Nations 
schools who are married women and who have only 
been teaching to oblige us. It is quite possible 
that they may insist on giving up duties at the end 
of June. This will probably mean that we will be 
looking for at least three teachers for the coming 
academic year and both Mr. Webster and Colonel Randle 
agreed that it was going to be a very difficult 
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matter to secure them. However, Superintendent 
Randle intends to interview immediately two or 
three Indian women on the reserve who were 
formerly teachers and whose household duties are 
such that would probably permit them to handle a 
school at least during the present crisis. 


Inspector Webster is a comparatively young man 
and appears to be keenly interested in our schools and is 
also quite evidently anxious to assist both teachers and 
pupils as far as possible.

I met you at the Educational Convention last Waster here 
in Toronto, I have been doing work in the interest of our 
English Catholic Schools in Ontario. 


There are three Indian Schools in Northern Ontario, in 
which English is used, but they are inspected by French Inspect- 
ors, apparently there has been some mistake, The one School is 
at Mississauga, three miles from Blind River, another one is at 
Garden Village, and the third is at French River(Dokis).

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I was talking to Dr. Greer, Director of Elementary Education 
and he advised me to write to you and recommend that these Schools 
be placed under an English Inspector. Apparently no one seems to 
know just how they happened to be placed under French Inspection, 
The last two Schools mentioned are closed and some think that they 


are closed because the French Inspectors have no contacts with 
English Teachers, which I can readily understand. Dr. Greer advised 
that on your recommendation to him, the Department would place these 
Schools under an English Inspector,

1 - Technical Education - 


I am submitting herewith my recommendations as to how 
we ye should be apportioned and giving my reasons 
jerefor. 


1. Technical Education - $20,000.00 


I am of the opinion that in the main the State 
should not be expected to go to any Gee lengths in this 
regard for Indians, except possibly in a few special 
instances, than is the case with the education of white 
children. Technical education, so far as Indians are 
concerned, should not be considered anything more than a 
full course in manual training under competent instructo 
at all our residential schools, and ae many of the Indian 
day schools as is practicable. There, however, may be a 
case crop up from time to time in which exceptionally well 
educated Indians might be assisted to take a course in 
some particular subjedts. The main thing, to my mind, is 
to we assured that Indian boys, when they leave our 
residential schools, will have a practical training in 
order that they will be able to assist themselves after 
they have been discharged, and I believe that carpentry, 
joining and boat-build: ng. are the lines in which their 
efforts should be specially directed. The first requisite, 
therefore, is this connection would be to have a full 
equipped manual training room at each of our residential 
schools, and then to see that the boye are properly 
inetruocted along the lines of work which would be most 
useful to them. For instance, there would be no

With reference to ~~ of Mr, Commissioner

With reference to your recommendation that $20,000 
of the special appropriation be available annually for 
technical education, I wish to state that I believe rapid 
improvement in our residential school work can be effected 
with this amount. ‘I agree that different subjects should 
Teceive the emphasis at different educational centres - 
carpentry with emphasis on boat-building at one school, 
farming at another, etc. In farming communities, our 
schools already give a fair training in the subject and we 
should consider ways and means of improving this instruction. 


Manual training has been undertaken with some 
success at the Coqualeetsa, Kootenay and Alberni Residential 
Schools. At each of these institutions, the Department pays 
for the services of a special instructor and supplies tools 
and materials with which to work. There is also similar 
training instruction at the Nanaimo Indian Day School.

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be more timely after the new main buildings are occupied. 
when these are being furnished, a good supply of manual 
training and similar equipment will be allowed. You 
might also enquire into ways and means of utilizing the 
Space provided for manual training in the new community 
hall on the Squamish lieserve. Mr. Agent Perry will, no 
doubt, have given this some consideration. At a later 
date, the two residential schools on the west coast of 
Vancouver Island and the more efficient day schools 
Should engage our attention, in order that technical 
education may be extended whenever there are reasonable 
prospects of permanent usefulness. 


I should be glad to have your interim report 
in this connection at the beginning of the comine 
fiseal year, so that early steps can be taken to utilize 
that portion of the special appropriation which is 
intended for technical education. If you believe that 
the older boys at Coqualeetsa, Lootenay and Alberni 
would benefit by a more intensive or varied vourse alon~ 
technioal and practical lines, you should correspond 
with the Rev. Principals and the Agents, if necessary, 
and let me have a recommendation in this gonnection, 
also.

Re Manual Training. 
Dear Sir:- 


I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
the llth with further reference to the matter of advancing 
the teaching of manual training in our residential schools 
and asking if it would be possible to expend $10,000.00 on 
equipment at once. 


In reply I beg to say I regret it has taken so 
long for me to report fully on this subject, but it has taken 
some time to organize a system and to get data on what should 
form proper equipment, and, besides this, other Departmental 
matters have occupied much of my time. I am pleased to say, 
however, that Mr.Kyle, the Provincial Government's instructor 
of manual training, has rendered me valuable assistance when 
ever it has been possible for him to do so, though, of course, 
you will understand that he also is a busy man and has to 
travel a great deal to various points in the Provinces I 
also am pleased to say, as will be shown further on in this 
report, that it is very doubtful if $20,000.00 per annum, ae 
suggested in my letter of the 27th September, will be required 
each year for technical education, though, of course, as 
time goes on equipment such as that used in blacksmith shops, 
machine shops, shoe repairing, etc. will be required. This 
report, however, deals only with manual training in wood work 
as it is considered that all pupils in Indian schools should 
have a fair training in this particular line. 


In April last I wrote to the Principals of the 
Kuper Island, Sechelt, St. Mary's, Kamloops, Cariboo and Fraser 
Lake Schools asking them what position they were in to carry 
out instruction in manual training to their male pupils. In 
short the replies were as hereunder:-

Kuper Island School------The Principal stated that while he 
had a fair supply of tools purchased by the Department 
in 1915, six of the eight benches supplied them had been 
taken away for use at the Nanaimo Day School Manual 
Training room, and others would have to be supplied. He 
also informed me that the services of a manual training 
instructor from Ladysmith could be obtained, if necessary, 
but some arrangement would have to be made with regerd to 
transporting him to and from the School each week. It 
may be possible that an addition to the staff will be made 
of a competent carpenter. 


Kamloops School----------! Reverend John du Planil will be very 
pleased to have a start made in manual training. He has a 
building 535" x 34' suitable for the purpose and he can get 

Vv the services of the manual training instructor of the 
public school, at Kamloops, to teach his pupils.

Fraser Lake Sgho0l-----------------Reverend Father Coccola, 
the Principal, states he has for some time endeavoured to 
give the pupils instruction along manual training lines 
and for this purpose he obtained some funds for the erection 
of a blacksmith shop and a car ter shop, but the 
emount was not sufficient to cc lete the buildings 
and furnish them. To do this he said would take $1,200.00. 


You will note further on in this report I am pro- 
viding for the furnishing of tools and I will let you 
know in the course of a few days as to now much it will 
take to complete the carpenter shope

echelt School one--------Reverend Father McCaffrey's 
reply was not as satisfactory as I would have wisned, 
as he wes of the opinion that it would be a mistake to 
give Coast Indians any technical education as it might 
induce them to migrate to the more populous centres where 
they would fave to compete with white labour. He is of 
the opinion, however, that a properly equipped plant for 
the repair and making of shoes for the pupils would serve 
a useful purpose. Father McCaffrey, however, is a new 
man in the Indian work and what I have seen of him leads 
me to conclude that he is more studious than practical. 
In view of the attitude of this School, I am of the 
opinion that no manual training equipment should be purchased 
as the phase of technical education at present being dealt 
with has reference to manual training only. Possibly next 
year the Principal may become possessed with a broader 
vision.

second story of the new community building have already 
been furnished by Mr.Indian Agent Perry. The room for 
manual training purposes is 40" x 42° and a class of 
sixteen pupils is assured with possibly more, as some 
of the boys who have completed their school terms also 
desire to take up instruction in manual training during 
their evénings.e The services of an instructor, a Mre 
Shockley, have been secured. 


As regards equipment for manual training rooms, I 
have found that in the public schools this comprises one 


Drawing 
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Drawing Set for each pupil, one individual set of Carpenters’ 
Tools for each pupil and one General Set for the whole class. 
Quotations have been obtained from several hardware and 
stationery firms for the articles required which go to show 
that the cost of each Drawing Set will be approximately 
$8.73; $9.69 for each individual set of Tools and Bench 
Screw, and 3122459 for a general set of Tools which will 
include such accessories as screws, nails, glue, sand paper, 
stains, oils, etc., etc., etc. These prices will depend 
entirely upon the prevailing discounts allowed at time of 
purchasee 


AS regards benches I may say that some time ago Mre 
Indian Agent Perry furnished me with a tender from the Shockley 
Planing Mills, of Vancouver, for sixteen single benches 
2' x 3°6" complete, the cost being $250.00. This works out at 
approximately %14.38 each. Mr.Kyle, however, is of the opinion 
that it would be much more preferable that the puvils should 
make their own benches and that they should be of the design 
shown on the blue print enclosed herewith. It will not in any 
event be possible to have ready-made benches supplied to schools 
in outlying districts and the only thing to do in this regard 
is to make a cash allowance of $12.00 for material for each bench, 
exclusive of the bench screw, which is included in the equipment 
of tools. So far as North Vancouver is concerned, however, 
possibly it would be just as well to get the b nes made at 
the plarning-mill, as the Agent is very anxious tog 
manual training classes started. 


Please also note that IT have put down certain amounts 
for material for each school. This means lumber of various 
dimensions to be utilized by the students. A cashgrant should 
be made for the first year, but thereafter each school should 
then apply to the Indian Agent for whatever material may be 
requirede 


In addition to the equipment for tne above mentioned 
schools, I may say that MreRaley, Principal of the Coqualeetza 
School, at Sardis, wrote me some time ago asking for some 
further tools for the manual training room and blacksmith shop 
which he estimates will cost $850.00. These, therefore, are 
included in the list of equipment attached hereto which I would 
recommend should he nurchasede 


You will observe that I have included equipment for 
St.Georges School, at Lytton, and the new school at Alert Bay. 
This I have done in order to absorb as much of the $10,000.00 
available as possible. The tools could be shipped to these 
Schools and stored until required to be put to use. At Lytton 
T understand the old school building is being torn down and 
the material is to he used for a carpenter shop, a blacksmith 
shop and a gymnasium in the second story. TI have provided 
$1,000.00 beine charged against the Special Vote to be expénded 
6n ‘that portion of the, building to be used for technical training, 
tut this is only an estimate. 


In establishing the manual training classes at the 
various schools, I would recommend that the Department supply 
@ach school with one or more copies of the book on manual. 
training used in the Ontario and British Columbia Schools. This 


is published 
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is published by the MacMillan Co., of Toronto, and the 

cost is .47¢ per copy. Also one set of “Job Sheets in 
Practical Wood Work" (31 sheets). These are supplied by the 
Bruce Publishing Co., of Milwaukee, Wisconsin, and sold at 
-55¢ per set. They are used in the British Columbia schools 
and Mr.Kyle highly recommends their use. I have written to 
the Stanley Tool people, of Yfontreal, for a number of copies 
of their book on “How to Work with Tools and Wood" which I 
believe they issué free to manual training instructors, and if 
I obtain the same, I will send one copy to each school which is 
being supplied with equipment. 


The main thine is to cet these schools supplied with 
the equipment for manual training and then to see that in- 
struction is given elong that line. Inzweard to instruction 
I may say that it will not be possible in all cases for the 
Department to make use of the services of instructors at the 
public schools. At schools in the outlying districts, 
the Department must be prepared to assist by way of cash grants 
to help pay the salary of a competent member of the school staff 
who is capable of properly instructing the pupils. 


I fave endeavoured to work this scheme out on a 
practical basis and I trust that my report will prove satis- 
factorye

I note in yo letter you state t at the 
Department is anxious to commence a course in manual 
training at this school, and in this connection I may say 
t at 1 have not found the manual tr.ining taught at our 
schools in the past to be of very great benetit to the 
pupils, and I am of the opinion that we ¥ ould get much 
petter results if this money were spent in siving them 
a@ proper equipment to farm with and teaching them how 
to handle it at the schools. In the past we have 
equippea hundreds of Indians with outiits of tools and 
fitted them up as carpenters and not one per cent of 
them are working at their trade on the reserve, and I 
do not know that the boy who has had manual tre ining 
is any better fitted to go out on the farm and make & 
living than the fellow who has not. The reneral training 
that a boy receives at the school fits him for handling 
machinery and doing any repair worse that might have to 
be done around the farm, and I think our efiorts hould 
pe along the lines of agriculture, and arricultur only. 
de found this out long ago. At one time at the u'Appelle 
School we had a carpenter shop, tin shop, shoe shop, and 
so on, and the boys received a thorough trainin in these 
lines of work, but this has all been done away \ th and 
I ao not think we should start it up again. I am 
stressing this point, because I would hate to see an 
expenditure on this particular Line of work, as I know 
we have not obtained results from it in the past.

the establishment of a Department for instruction in the internal-combustion engine, 
called Auto-Mechanics. 


We feel this course will vitally affect the industrial advancement of the native 
people of British Columbia, inasmuch as boys taking two years in it should be capable 
of handling all general repairs to the engines of power boats. These boats, which have 
everywhere replaced the beautiful and graceful canoe of thirty years ago, are the 
mainstay of the fishing industry by which the parents now—and in the future a large 
number of the boys—will earn a livelihood. At present if anything goes wrong with an 
engine, delay and great expense is necessary, as the engine has to be sent to some distant 
city for repairs, which often means the loss of 4 season's work and consequent hardship. 
If the boys are trained to do the repair work all this will be avoided, 


In the matter of vocational guidance for the Indian girls and boys, a very interest- 
ing movement is now afoot, for the appointment of a Vocational Supervisor, with head- 
quarters in Vancouver, who shall assist the graduates of residential schools to ob 

positions for which their particular training and natural talents fit them. It is also 
suggested that a residence should be established in Vancouver, which would serve not 
only asa home, but as a social centre, for native young people who are either employed 


f are pursuing post-graduate study in the city. The need of this “follow-up” work 
has long been felt, and it is hoped that this step may soon be accomplished.

The Department desires, & this time, to emphasize 
the value of vocational training Indian residential schools. 
In practically all our institutions, we find that the academic 
work receives proper emphasis. In the vocational departments, 
the danger is that, in the rush to complete the routine work, 
the instructional function will not receive sufficient 
prominence. 


he instructors in the various departments, both 
domestic and outdoor, should be selected with as much care as 
your classroom teachers. ‘They should be impressed with the 
fact that their more important function is instructing. Tor 
example, in the kitchen, occasionally, the sirls assigned to 
that department should look upon their tour of duty as prac- 
tice training for their future life and, among other activities, 
they should bake in the kitchen range a small batch of bread. 
Similarly, in the laundry, from time to time, a small washing 
should be put through entirely by hand, with the instruction 
side of the work receiving all the emphasis.

On Indian reserves, much of the gardening falls to 
the lot of the women, and this m S that the 'teen age 
girls in your school should be given some training in this 
interesting outdoor subject. It is also true that, where 
cows are owned at Indian homes, the milking is nearly always 
done by the women. At Indian residential schools, sumer 
milking should be done by the eirls, under proper super- 
vision. It might be advisable to have a special milking yard 
for the period and each girl who is receiving instriction 
should milk the same cow for one month continuously. of 
course, the sirls should be trained in the art of butter- 
making.

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Indian boys who will go home to farming communities 
should receive a thorough training in farming, gardening and 
the care of stock. Those boys who will spend much of their 
time in boats upon graduation should have a full course in 
boat making and repairing and in gasoline engines. At all 
Indian residential schools, the boys should receive some 
instruction in carpentering - those showing particular 
ability being given a complete training as carpenters.

I eircularised the agents and others regarding 
the Exhibition and the response was quite good. 


Coqualeetza has usually carried off first 
prize, but this year Sechelt will probably be successful. 
I have nothing whatever to do with the judging which is 
left to the exhibition authorities to handle and do not 
know who act as judges. The Okanagan exhibited some work 
this year for the first time, due to the keen interest 
of the teacher, Anthony Walsh, but of course being a 
small day school, can not complete against the larger 
residential schools. Next year I will have the school 

exhibits in two divisions, Day and Residential, so as to 
encourage more of the day school exhibits. 


Considerable work such as totems, basketry, 
etc. was sold to the public and good prices obtained 
for the Indians as a reward for their industry. The 
exhibition authorities gave us four times the space this 
year than has been allowed inthe past and the Indian 
section was well patronised. One of the Squamish chiefs 
exhibited at the entrance a twenty-five foot totem made 
by himself and also lectured several times a day on 
totem lore but most of this was imagination and nonsense 
and the effect was spoiled by his continual plea for money. 
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The Exhibition has been 4 great success 
especially as far as our section was concerned, this 
being due to the committee of three, Mr.Matheson, the 
general manager, Mrs. De Brisay, a keen student and 
colleotor of Indian work, and my son who has had the task 
of receiving, unpacking and displaying all the exhibits 
and is responsible for their safe return to the exhibitors.

C) nited States has been cor- 
responding with me/concern e Goodwill Industry idea. 
I am taking the liberty of ing to you a quotation from 
his letter received here o@ June 10th, 1932. 


"I do not know your Indian Schools, their location, 
their curriculum nor methods of maintenance. On this 
depends just what could be done. Missions are learning 
to take whatever material is at hand and without ex- 
pensive equipment make saleable articles from the very 
beginning. 


I taught one season in the South and aside from 
the construction of doors, sash, etc., for our own work, 
we made cedar chests. These chests cost something like 
$3.00 and it took a fair sized boy to make one in an 
evening which brought $10. This was lower than the 
stores, brought ready sale, and some ten boys earned 
their ye 

I do not think there is cedar up your way but there 
probably is black walnut at a reasonable price and other 
hard woods that would make up into fine occasional tables, 
jardinere stands, bon bon stands, screens etc., which 
pack in small space for transportation. 


One thing I feel most sure of is leather and fur 
work. If there are r and other skins they can be 
tanned very simply by any boy into valuable rugs and the 
fur to neck pieces. Bichromate of potash and hydrochloric 
acid make good serviceable chrome leather in a few hours. 
Then any old boy with a jack knife can cut fringe, tho 
and lace a cushion in half an hour which will bring $5.00 
and cost a few cents. 

And if you have art students in the school a whole 
world of dying, enameling, carving, turning, stamping, 
sketching, carding, graining and fluffing, can be done 
all by hand and double the value. There are hundreds of 
saleable articles from the leather coat down to moccasins, 
all easy to make and ready sale at a good price. 

No need to mention the many toilet articles and cases 
made from the cuttings and even the scrap can be ground up 
into artificial leather. There is very little duty on 
leather goods to this country or on furs providing the furs 
are not completely finished, but Eatons or the Missionary 
Societies of the Dominion could probably absorb the out put 
for quite while.

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There may be even better material at hand and thus 
either put in the school quite a number of new boys or 
pay for boys already in. One thing is sure. No matter 
where the school or how much industry if not practical, 
that is if they cannot earn their way with it, it is 
a failure. ‘he reason industrial and agricultural work 
has been so costly and disappointing is because they 
are taught to do things with Western appliances and 
methods that they as individuals cannot duplicate and 
for that reason never earn their way or become independ- 
ent. In my teaching, mechanics, have never used a text 
book. We go to work on whatever we have, my bench in 
the centre and when finished and sold, the boys get the 
profit. Technical questions are explained as they arise 
in the work and have built entire houses that way. Manu- 
facturing in the school work will lift the depression in 
a dozen or more cases and as soon as everybody gets 
practical the depression is gone from the Dominion.”

often insistent that their boys be dismissed on their fifteenth 
birthday claiming that when their fifteent ear was fully 
accomplis! they were really to be considered as sixteen year 
old children.

successfully to a white child of fourteen years of age can only 
be taught to an Indian ehild who has reached the age of sixteen, 
As a consequence, all farm work and all mechanical training can

8 should be taken into account in any system 
of manual training which the Department may wish to institute 
either in Residential or Improved Day Schools. Doctor 
Westgate, in his memorandum on Indian education, & copy of 
which you must have on file, suggests that the age limit be 
placed again at eighteen. Most Indian educators would 
gubscribe to this suggestion of Doctor Westgate. 


What I have just said about Indian boys appli 
forcibly to Indian girls and as far as the latter are con rned, 
the moral aspect of the question of age must not be lost sight 
of. Our Indian girls are exposed to great many dangers when 
they are dismissed from Schools at the age of sixteen. They 
are too young to marry and the home environment does not 
contribute to their moral well-being; the homes are so small 
that privacy of any kind is impossible of attainment. 


The nuns who are in charge of our Schools have 
always made the statement that it is with girls between the 
ages of sixteen and eighteen that the best results in all the 
domestic arts can be obtained in Residentiel Schools.

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At the present time, whilst Principals are desirous 
of keeping these girls after the age limit, the parents, 
relying on the Indian Act, demand the dismissal of their 
daughters and it is very difficult for Principals not to 
accede to the wishes of the parents.

However, 
the Sister Superior feels sure that she will be able to 
borrow a spinning wheel from her Comunity.

Jacobs was known to be 
irresponsible, and the fact that the ho | Agent alloved 
these girls to live in the home of en equally irresponsible 
old man, without any womanly care, seems to me an indic- 
ation of rather poor judgment. I expected to be able to 
settle the whole matter at the time of my visit, but due 
to complications, «8 already eapessed: I was unable to 
do so. The Indian constable affidavits from these 
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qizts of indecent conduct towards them. Acting Agent Cyr, 
itead of coumund cating with this Department, jes 
report to the Provineial Police at Cuebec City, asking 
them to conduct an investigetion. This, it appeared to 
me, was taking the matter letely out of our hands, 
In his last report Mr. Thibault warned Acting Avent Cyr 
that this method of procedure could not be tolerated 
end that vhen he was in doubt he was to consult this 
office before making any decision. This, the Acting 
Agent ig unwilling or unable to do. If this procedure 
is allored to continue, I fear many unnecessary 
difficulties are bound to arise frecuently.

Observation during my trip down the Mackenzie River, showed 
a definite decrease in practic:1 knowledge and ability of these people 
as 1 proceeded north. Discussing the matter with Drs. Truesdell, 
Harvey and Livingstone all agreed with me, that manual trainin.’ to 
inelude agriculture, specializing in horticulture carpentry and 
general mechanics should be includdéd in the school curriculum and that 
experts should be engaged to cive such instruction. While it must be 
admitted that such training, no matter how efficient it mi¢ht be 
would not increase the intelligence one hundred percent. I am of the 
opinion that a large percentage would become better able to serve a more 
useful purpose in the development of the country, for they would at 
least provide a source of intelligent help, which atepresent is almost 
unprocurable,

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For reasons that will readily suggest themselves to 
you, it has been decided not to award any badge to a 
pupii under twelve years of age. It is true that some 
of the operations recognized for badges will have been 
learned before that age is reached, but these operations 
will not be recognized for badge purposes until the age 
mentioned.

Dear Mr. Phelan, 


During the course of the last few weeks, I have had the 
opportunity, either of visiting or of hearing from a number of our Indian 
Residential Schools. I am pleased to report that the craft and trades ins- 
truction program, such as it was outlined by yourself, has begun in a very 
satisfactory manner and that the boys' response seems to be quite in kee- 
ping with the hopes you founded on this venture. 


The boys show a keen interest for woodwork and the other 
branches of the program. I was pleased to note also that the teachers are 
cooperating with the instructors by ‘insisting in the classroom on such topics 
as are related to the particular item of manual training actually under way. 
I was told that, at St.Philips, some of the boys who thus far had been una- 
ble to grasp the theoretical explanation of fractions, readily understood 
them when they were confronted with woodwork projects involving the use of 
fragtional numbers. At Camperville, Sandy Bay, Kenora, and Fort Frances the 
results achieved so far are likewise very good and the satisfaction the boys 
derive from this new project produces a wholesome reflection on the general 
atmpsphere of the school. 


I take much pleasure in expressing my thanks to you for 
having brought about the realization ofthis plan and for having so liberally 
supplied the equipment required therefor, as well as for many other highly 
appreciated favors which it would be too long to enumerate at the present time.

You have recently requested thet we clarify 
the whole situation insofar as the provision of power tools 
to kesidential Schools of british Columbia is concerned. 
therefore, in answer, we would like to point out the following 
general policy which will be followed by the Lepartment in

The Department will provide power tools for 
manual training shops where the teacher is fully qualified 
and holds the proper teaching certificates «ranted by the 
Departuwent of Education of the Province of ritish Colwabia, 
In all other cases, each individual instructor's qualific- 
ations wiil be carefully considered before approving 
expenditures for power equipment, 


PUBLIC ARCHIVES 
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The grants to be made by the Department for the 
purchase of power tools will be based upon the attendance 
at the residential school concerned, 


UGE OF POWER TOOLS BY STUDENTS 


It is understood that in the manual training 
shops of the junior and senior high schools of the Province

It is most essential that all such literature 
receives the fullest distribution througout the manual 
training shops of our schools using power tools. These 
posters must le displayed in our manual training shops end 
the Inspector of Schools will ensure tiat this is done. 
Indien agents should also check on this practice in their 
visits to our schools. 


SAPELTY PRECAUTIONS REGARDING Tie UE 


POWER TOOLS. 


(a) Gaws: It is now eneraily agreed by the various 
Directors of Technical Kducation for the Provincial 
Lepertments of Education that there are fewer 
accidents when powor saws are used than with circular 
saws. In industry the band saw is more generally 
useful than a circular saw and is also less dangerous. 


The band saw should at all tines have « guard 
over it, leaving only the opening exposed where the 
actual sawing takes place, Loyo should not stand 
at the side of a band saw,

WILLOWCRAFT IN INDIAN SCHOOLS 


The Welfare and Training Service, Indian Affairs Branch, is 
securing a supply of fine peeled \illow, suitable for use in basket weaving- 
as well as a small supply of heavier grade Willow for use in making basket 
bottoms, 


In the past, many teachers have requested supplies >f Reed and 
Raffia for handicraft purposes, As these supplies are not available, we 
wish to suggest the use of \illow, which can be supplied in reasonable 
quantities, 


On pages 43-45 of the publication "Arts and Crafts for 
Canadian Schools", by Louis A. Short, will be found directions and ill 
trations dealing with ‘Reedcraft". Practically the s directions are 
applicable to the use of \/illow, but it must be mentioned that it is 
ne gary to soak j/illow in water for at least 12 hours before using, 
only the supplies to be used the next day should be soaked at one time,

I have your letter of the 30th ultimo, with refer- 
ence to the proposed establishment of a Technical School at 
North Hattleford. 


I discussed your letter with the Director this 
afternoon, I note, from the fourth paragraph of your letter, 
you recognize the fact that if the proposal contained in your 
commnication were followed, it would mean the establishment of 
another residential school, because we would have to provide 
adequate living accommodation for the Indian children who would 
attend the technical school. 


We have been in communication recently with all the 
Churches operating residential schools and have offered to pay 
one half the salery of a qualified manual training teacher, to 
@ maxiuum of $750.00 a year. Yor instance, if the salary paid 
by any residential school to the manual training teacher was 
$1,500.00 or less, we would pay one half the salery and the 
school manaement would pay the other half and provide living 
accommodation, Several schools have already taken advantage of 
our offer and others have written to us, expressing appreciation 
of the offer but regretting that they cannot accept it at the 
present time, due to the difficulty of obtaining qualified 
manual training teachers, If more schools take advantage of 
the present offer, we hope, in a year or 60, to be in a position 
to pay the full salary of the manual training teacher. In 
addition, we are prepared to provide the equipment that we 
consider necessary and to make a grant for the material required. 
We feel that our program would be more effective than to take 
part in the proposed technical school. I would appreciate 
hearing further from you when you have had an opportunity of 
considering this letter.

I have been informed by the Superintendent of Schools of the Depart- 
ment of Education in the Battleford area that some of the buildings of the Air 
Training Centre at North Battleford are being taken over by the Department of 
Education for the purpose of establishinz a technical school. 


The Superintendent of Schools, Mr. C. Innis, informed me that he had 
been asked by his Department to enquire as to the possibility that our Branch 
would wish to co-operate with the Provincial Department of Education with a 
view to havinz a number of Indians attend this school. 


It would be necessary to provide living accommdation for the Indians 
near the school and some of the buildings are being held for our Branch. These 
puildints were first spoken for in the hope that they could be used to establish 
a hospital and are still available. 


I realize, of course, that a residential technical school would be no 
small matter for us to undertake but it would appear that a move should be made 
jn that direction to provide some useful training for young Indians who do not 
intend to become farmers. 


Mr. Innis asked to be informed as soon as possible whether there is 
any probability that our Branch will co-operate in this connection. If it is 
decided to co-operate in the near future, arrangements should be made,as soon 
as possible, to take over as many buildings as would be necessary. I believe we 
could have as many as we wish and this is a matter for a more detailed report 
if considered advisable and I am so instructed.

The most important point to be decided 
is, of course, whether you wish the Stock Bille and Record Sheets to be separate 
or whether you like my suggestion to have them bound in the book but on perforated 
sheets so that they may be torn out. 


For technical reasons in manufacturing the books, we should 
require to have either 16 or 32 pages perforated, but these could be either Stock 
Bills or Record Sheets. With this letter I am sending you the manusoript as revised 
by our editor. The editorial work has consisted chiefly of laying the manuscript 
out page by page, with suitable spacing left for the illustrations. We shall, of 
course, want Mr. Doucet to read the edited manuscript with the utmost care. You

This letter follows the discussion which we had today regarding the format 
of the wood-work job sheets which Mr. Doucet sent to us. Since he is out of town, 
I am following your suggestion and writing to you about this. 


CANADA 


We have given quite a lot of consideration to the format and, as I explained, 
have two alternative ideas. 
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In the first, the sheets would be bound together at the top of the page 
and reinforced there with a cloth strip. In the second plan, the sheets would be 
printed on stout paper and inserted in a manilla envelope which would bear suitable 
printing indicating the content. I am having dummy copies of both of these for- 
mats prepared and hope to be able to send them to you tomorrow. 


Following the first suggestion of binding the books at the top, we estimate 
the cost at approximatdy 55¢ for the larger book and approximately 35¢ for the 
gmaller., The second style, using the envelope, would be quite a bit cheaper than 
this. 
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I hardly need to assure you that these prices contemplate giving you a 
first-class job with an attractive page printed in a good, legible type. The size 
of the page is something to be considered. TI am thinking of a page of approximately 
8) x 11 with a ruled border of a single line all around the page, and the type and 
illustrations set inside this border. This is slightly wasteful as regards space, 
but I am trying to make these look something like the job sheets which a youngster 
would actually use in industry. However, I shall not be offended if you tell me 
that I am altogether wrong in this, because perhaps very few of the Indian children 
who use these sheets will ever be employed in industry. 





If you will indicate the format which you prefer and the size which you 
think the pages should be, we will then have some specimen pages put in type and 
submit these to you for your approval. I have thought of setting the actual job 
sheets in imitation typewriter type with the headings, et cetera, in a bolder,

perfectly plain type which would harmonize. Here again, my point is to simulate 
somewhat the actual sheets which an industrial worker would have. 


Mr. Doucet, in his letter, indicated that you are running short of the 
mimeographed copies of these job sheets and that you will either have to re- 
mimeograph them or have finished books quickly. I find that we can put this work in 
hand for you quite promptly as soon as you give us the go-ahead signal. I shall 
be quite happy to go to Ottawa and discuss the matter further with you, or, what 
might be better still, would be to have Mr. Doucet, if he has any business in Toronto, 


visit us here where we have all our samples of paper, type, and so on, readily 
available. 


It was a great pleasure seeing you today and I was glad you were able to 
have lunch with us.

MZMORANDUM TO THE COMMISSIONER 


Re: Kuper Island Residential School, 
Manual Training Instructor 


I refer to the letter of Superintendent Moore, 
dated August 2nd, concerning the above-mentioned school. 


It will be noted that Mr. Moore has suggested 
a salary grant of 125.00 per month for this purpose, It 
seems rather large, considering the fact that the enrolment 
at this school is only 100 pupils and that probably not 
more than six to ten hours of the Instructor's time would 
be taken up with manual training classes. It is assumed 
that the remainder of his time would be occupied in doing 
maintenance work and other duties about the school which 
would normally be borne by the per capita grant. 


CANADA 
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From time to time, requests for increases in 
the grants towards manual training instructors’ salaries 
pass through this office, and I believe that the time has

come for a definite policy to be established with respect 
to the amount of the grant which would be paid by the 
Department for this purpose. 


I suggest, therefore, that a schedule of 
grants shoulda be drawn up in the light of the factors of 
school enrolment and the instructors’ qualifications. I 
would also suggest a maximum grant of »100.00 per month 
be set for schools having an enrolment of 100 or less. 
At schools where the enrolment is over 225, the grant 
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should be paid on the basis of the instructors' qualifica- 
tions and in accordance with the salary schedule already 
in use for our Day Schools. 


In the case of the Kuper Island Residential 
School, I am prepared to recommend a grant of 4100.00, 
providing the instructor is suitably qualified.

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DEVELOP INTEREST FOR BETTER RESULTS 


Preparing three meals a day, every day, can be a monotonous 
job for children, especially if they have had no part in planning 
the meals. Without interest the girls tio not do their work well 
nor will they be interested in repeati the work in their homes 
later. So that the girls may get the mbst out of their training 
in the kitchen you must present meal preparation as a whole. 


It is much easier for us to plan a menu and tell each girl 
her duties but that is not the purpose of kitchen training. She 
might never realize that she would have to combine all these duties 
to prepare meals in her own home, Only with practice and assistance 
from us is the girl going to be able to adapt her training to her 
specific home conditions. If we take time to train the girls to 
plan the menus and work out the duties of others, she will see meal 
preparation as a whole. This can be done by having the senior girl 
as kitchen supervisor for a period of two weeks or longer. During 
this time she would prepare the menus with your assistance and deve- 
lop a work plan for the other kitchen workers. So that this duty 
would not prove too strenuous or foreign to them, and at the same 
time develop an interest, it is advisable to take each day's menu 
as planned and discuss it with the group. Explain the good and bad 
points of it and why it is necessary to serve certain foods. The 
girls will show eagerness to learn and it will give them a back- 
ground for preparing meals when they return home. 


Often any deviation from our present method of operating our 
kitchens seems too much. However, if we look at the future we will 
see where a little extra effort today might improve the method of 
our kitchen operation tomorrow, send the girls out to their homes 
better equipped, and ease the burden on our own shoulders.

RESIDENTIAL SCHOOLS 


For many years Manual Training in Residential Schools 
had been carried on mostly as a time-consuming activity, with 
little thought being devoted to its educational poseibilities. 
Playrooms in these schoole were generally very inadequate 
ae to size and equipment, but children after classroom periods 
had to be kept busy. To do this girls were taught to do 
knitting and fenoy work and boys were given coping sews to 
make toys and bird houses. Some of the older girls vere 
needed for laundry, housekeeping, kitchen work and to mend 
the younger children's clothes. The older boys were necded for 
repair work, to assist with the dairy activities or to perform 
other farm operations. As many of these chores were done 
through necessity, in general very little educationel value 
was obtained from thea. 


In order to obtein educationsl value from the various 
activities to which the student must rarticinate a method of 
awards wee introduced, This is known as the “proficiency 
badge system®, A badge is provided for eleven activities; see 
Appendix A, A definite number of the basic operations are 
required to earn these badges. (Appendix Al In order to 
encourage the pupile of various ages and abilities the badges 
are divided into three steps referred to as first, second and 
third year. Pupile who beceme proficient in these basic 
operations and earn a eufficient number of badges are awarded 
ae silver brooch or class pin. 


The philosophy behind these awards is to make every 
activity of the child meanineful and at the same time a part 
of the educational process Every activity of the child in 
residence should have an educational value, This system was 
received with a grest desl of enthusiasm at the beginning and 
4e still operating in a commendable manner, However, the 
lack of supervision and encouragement has prevented thie syetem 
from bearing as much fruit as could have been expected, It is 
fk (gna however to note the number of badges that have been 
awarded, A total of 7 badges have been distributed to date.

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In order to encourage the teeching of thie subject 
in residential schoole « special grant towards the payment 
of the salery 1¢ awarded by the Indian Affaire Branch. 
(prendix B.) The Department purchases the equipment 
necessory for this instruction besides allowing a speoisl 
grant for the purchaso of the expendable material. These 
grants depend on the enrolment for the courses. 


DAY _ SCHOO 


The encouragement of “anual Training activities in day 
echoole has been a difficult problem due to the fact thet a 
teacher in a one-room school has so much to do that her 
efforts have to be restricted principally to academic subjects. 
Moreover there are two groupe to be handled - the girls and 
the boys. It ie obvious that one teacher cannot handle the 
girle for sewing and the boys for woodwork at the same time. 
At some schoole the wife of the teacher has taken charge of 
the girls when the teacher took the boys but there are not 
very many of these combinations. However, in many rooms 
where the teecher is familiar with the activity or project 
method of teaching, he has been able to teach many simple 
basic operations that should prove useful. 


At our larger day echools it has been poseible to provide 
a teacher who devotes his entire efforts to the teeohing of 
Menual Treining and another to the teaching of Domestic Science. 
It has been rather 4ifficult to obtain Menual Training teachers. 
Teachers who have taken thie training are quite scarce, 


At the end of thie report self-explanatory tebles are 
sopended in order to give a more complete picture of these 
activities, It must be remembered, however, that many schools 
are making a good attempt at teaching thie subject but who do 
not submit reqular reports. The activity is due mostly to 
the enthusiasm and devotedness of the teacher, as the Department 
does not allow any srecial remunerstion to these. 
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In order to help our Manuel Training teachers, especially 
those who have not had an opportunity of receiving training 
for thie form of education, we have prepared lessons that have 
been edited and bound in books entitled “First Year Woodwork" 
and "Second Year Woodwork*®. “Third Year Woodwork* which completes 
this subject is being prepared. Lessons have also been 
prepared for first and second yexr metalwork and for mechanical 
drewing, Teachers who have used theese helps have expressed 
great satisfaction for them, These booklets are distributed 
on requisition and it is expected thet exch ehild taking the 
course will have eae copy. 


The teaching of Manual Training has been affected greatly 
by the following: 


(1) The impossibility of obteining fully qualified 
terchers. However, to encourage this training the De rtment 
hae divided reeidential school terchers into three classifications 
Grades 1, 11 and lll. (See Apnendix C.) 
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Indian A 


It has been possible to obtain several fully qualified 
Menual Training teachers in our Day schools who come under the 
Classification of teacher, Grade 1V. 
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(2) The lack of teaching accommodation. 


Many of the residential sohoole had but emall shops 
that were sufficient for repair purposes but w very inad- 
equate for instructional purposes. Many of the schools 
have been given plane and finanoiel help to enlarge and 
remodel these shops, Other schools were provided with a 
emall grant to build a shop. In order thet this teaching 
may expand, more shone will have to be provided, The 
Anolusion of these activities in our schools has been one of 
the factors thet hae led to a change of spirit among the 
atudente in the school and made the echool a happier place 
where children find creater contentment and satisfaction, 
thereby causing the truancy problem to repidly disappear.

The echool is expected, as its contribution towards this 
training, to furnish board and lodging ond any additional salary 
above amount allowed by Department, 


The school must follow the programme outlined by the 
Depertment, end furnish the Indian Affairs Branch with a schedule 
of the time allotted to this treining, 


A monthly voucher for the payment of the Instructor should 
be submitted throu the office of the Superintenitent of the 
Indian Agency. This voucher should be accompanied by a monthly 
report on the training accomplished. No salary will be paid 
unless thie regulation ie adhered to.

I have had occasion to inepect the sewing tables 
which have been manufactured by the Penitentiaries. In 
general they have proved very satisfactory but I wish to 
draw your attention to the following two facts: 


At Caughnawaga seven tables were installed. Among 
these seven tables two of them were approximately 1" lower 
than the others. This will probably be easily remedied 
by the use of silent domes on the tables that are too low. 


The second fact is that in sandpapering the molding 
that was placed on the contour, the surface of the black 
masonite has been somewhat damaged by removing the finished 
surface, I feel certain that with a little care these two 
defects could very essily be remedied,

It having been noticed that some Depart- 
ments are paying accounts on which are shown certain 
amounts for sales and luxury texes, the matter was 
taken up for the purpose of obtaining an official 
ruling so that all might be advised.
